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between the North and South. During the 
war he lost three sons, and was driven from 
his work. He was again transferred to the 
Alabama Conference. In 1869 he was granted 
a superannuated relation, which relation he 
continued to sustain to the Conference until 
his death. We learn, from various sources, 
that, after his removal to Texas, amid poverty 
and misfortune, he continued to do what ho 
could. For some time he and his family had 
to live on bread and water. While in this 
state of want he received from our Financial 
Board $225, which gave them great relief, and 
filled their hearts with gratitude. He contin- 
ued to preach almost to the last day of his life. 
Just a few days before his death he preached 
with great power on the text, “ The Master is 
come, and calleth for thee.” His warnings on 
that occasion were of the most impressive char- 
acter. He called especially upon the old to be 
ready for the call of the Master. He almost 
literally died at his post. After preaching a 
sermon of great spirituality, and of much 
power, he was suddenly taken sick away from 
home, and was brought home in almost a dying 
condition. During every lucid moment his 
constant testimony was that all was well. 
Brother Talley was a good man. He was a 
plain, earnest preacher, and at times was pow- 
erful. During his stay in Texas he endeared 
himself to all good people by his earnest efforts 
in his Master’s cause. He leaves a family in 



him for active ministerial labor ever after- 
ward. This was in 1873; so that he had a su- 
perannuated relation to the Conference until 
his death, which occurred at Fort Deposit, 
Jan. 4, 1880. During the latter part of his 
protracted illness he was visited by his pastor. 
Brother Mason, and gave most satisfactory 
evidence of his preparation for a better world. 
It may be a melancholy reflection that he was 
for so long a time mentally disabled by a dis- 
ease which permanently affected the brain. 
His afliiction simply teaches us how mysterious 
are the ways of Providence. God’s children 
are subjected to the same diseases as others. 
We are all sown in weakness. Our brother’s 
life was a full proof of his readiness for the 
last call. He was instrumental in bringing 
many to righteousness, and shall shine as the 
stars forever and ever. He was a solid man, 
of large culture and extensive usefulness. He 
was most beloved by those that knew him best. 
In the Methodist Protestant Church, to which 
he gave the vigor of his youth and the strength 
of his manhood, he was greatly beloved and 
highly honored. He came to us regularly, and 
was cordially received and appointed to im- 
portant positions; and though by disease the 
light of his intellect was partially quenched 
for several years before his death, his life of 
consecration to God is suflTicient evidence that 
all is well. 



needy circumstances, evoking our sympathy 
and demanding our help. Truly his path was 
through great tribulation — it seemed to have 
much more of shadow than of light; but he 
remained firm and true to the last, and died in 
the prospect of a glorious immortality. 

F. L. B. Shaver was born in Abingdon, 
Va., in the year 1808. He professed religion 
in his boyhood, and united with the Methodist 
Protestant Church. He soon entered upon his 
great life-work as a Methodist preacher. He 
preached in Virginia for years, and filled such 
stations as Abingdon and Lynchburg. After 
leaving his native State he went to South Car- 
olina, and thence to Missouri, where he had 
charge of a Masonic College. He afterward 
removed to Louisiana, and, remaining there 
but a short time, was in 1853 transferred to 
the Alabama Conference of the Methodist 
Protestant Church. While in connection with 
that body in this State he was stationed for 
two years in Montgomery, and filled one other 
pastorate, after which he was President of the 
Conference for a number of years. He was 
wise in counsel, prudent in speech, earnest in 
effort, and blameless in life. About the year 
1869 he, with others, viz., S. K. Cox, I. Span- 
gler, J. M. Scott, E, C. Odom, and K. F. Per- 
due, transferred his membership from the 
Methodist Protestant to the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, and he was appointed 
presiding elder of the La Fayette District, and 
afterward stationed at Clayton. While at- 
tending the Conference at Selma, Ala., he was 
stricken with the disease which disqualified

Thomas B. Sargent was born in East Bal- 
timore, March, 1805. His paternal ancestors 
were English — maternal, Prench. His father, 
Dr. Thomas P. Sargent, an active itinerant for 
forty years, was stationed in Baltimore at the 
time of the birth of the subject of this memo- 
rial sketch. He died in the pulpit at Cincin- 
nati, of apoplexy, just after announcing his 
text. Thomas B. Sargent spent a year in the 
law-ofl&ce of the late John C. Lomber, Esq., 
of Philadelphia, having previously pursued a 
classical course at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, then conducted by Prof. J.'G. Thomson, 
Dr. Patterson, and Dr. Beasley. He com- 
menced his ministry in 1823, at the early age 
of eighteen. In the following year (1824) he 
attended the General Conference held at Light 
Street Church, Baltimore, and preached during 
the session. Freeborn Garretson and Thomas 
Ware were with him in the pulpit on that oc- 
casion. His extreme youth, his almost fem- 
inine beauty, his mellifluent voice, modest and 
graceful bearing, and fervid eloquence, capti- 
vated his audience. This introductory effort 
established his reputation as a pulpit orator, 
and subsequently his ministry attracted crowds 
of eager and delighted hearers. He was ad- 
mitted into the Philadelphia Conference in 
1825, and stationed for two years at Elizabeth, 
and the two succeeding years at Rahway, N j! 
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In 1829 he was transferred to the Baltimore 
Conference, and stationed in Baltimore city, 
1829-30, under the presiding -eldership of 
Christopher Frey. In 1831, William Hamil- 
ton, presiding elder, he was stationed at Car- 
lisle, Pa. In 1832 he married the daughter of 
the Hon. James Carroll, of Baltimore, and was 
appointed the same year to East Baltimore 
Station, under Alfred GriflBth as presiding 
elder. In the following year he was appoint- 
ed junior preacher with Henry Smith to Bal- 
timore Circuit. In 1834-5 he was appointed 
to Foundry Station, Washington city, with 
Samuel Brison, P. C.; in 1836-7, assigned to 
the charge of Baltimore Circuit, John Poisal 
and William Edmunds, junior preachers. In 
1838 he was appointed to Patapsco Circuit, J. 
P., Richard Brown, P. C.; in 1839-40, preach- 
er in charge of Great Falls Circuit. In 1841 
he was appointed to North Baltimore Station 
as junior preacher, with Thomas Sewall as as- 
sociate junior preacher, and David Steele as 
preacher in charge. A wonderful revival oc- 
curred in the station during this year, to which 
the labors of Dr. Sargent largely contributed. 
In 1842 he accompanied Bishop Soule, by re- 
quest, to England, and, with the Bishop, was 
cordially received by the Wesleyan Confer- 
en36 then in session. He made a fine impres- 
sion, which was strengthened by subsequent 
visits. All the Methodist journals of England 
have recently expressed the highest admiration 
of his character and pulpit ability, and spoke 
in touching terms of his death. From 1844 to 
1847 he was presiding elder on Potomac Dis- 
trict. He was a member of the General Con- 
ference that met at New York in 1844, and 
was elected secretary of that body. In 1847 
he was assigned to the charge of Summerfield 
Circuit; in 1848-9, to Charles Street Station, 
Baltimore, and in 1850-51, to North Baltimore 
Station. In 1852 he was Superintendent of 
the Plan of Endowment of Dickinson College. 
From 1853 to 1857 he was presiding elder on 
Northumberland District; in 1858, on West 
Baltimore District; in 1859-61, on East Balti- 
more District. In 1862 he was appointed to 
Strawbridge Station, Baltimore; in 1863-5, to 
Hereford Circuit, with D. Shoatf as junior 
preacher during the last year. In 1866 he took 
a local relation in the East Baltimore Confer- 
ence, and, in accordance with the Plan of Sep- 
aration, adhered to the M. E. Church, South. 
When, at the General Conference held at New 
Orleans in 1866, Dr. D. S. Doggett was elected 
Bishop, Dr. Sargent succeeded him in the 
charge of Centenarj- Church, Richmond, Va, 
and the same year connected himself with the 
Virginia Conference, and in 1867-8 was ap- 
pointed to Portsmouth, Va. In 1868 he was 
transferred to the Baltimore Conference of the 
M. E. Church, South, and stationed as assist- 
ant at Central Station, Baltimore city. In 
1869 he was appointed to North-west Balti- 
more, and in 1870 to East Baltimore Station. 
In 1871 he was appointed to Martinsburg, 
W. Va. At the Conference at Warrenton, 
Va., in 1872, he was placed on the superannu- 



ated list, and so continued till his death. Dr. 
Sargent was the contemporary of Summerfield, 
and in many respects resembled that eminent 
and eloquent preacher. He was characterized 
by the same captivating sweetness of expres- 
sion and gentleness of manner. His personal 
appearance impressed every one who saw him. 
He was scarcely of average height, but of good 
figure, and with a countenance always lighted 
up with a genial smile that won a welcome 
even before he was known. His voice was 
smooth and musical, not wholly without atone 
and expression that might be called “manner- 
ism; ’’ but if this peculiarity was the result of 
early cultivation, it had become second nature 
by habit. Certain it is that it was quite un- 
like what is sometimes observed in others. It 
was a part of the man, always observable, and 
not taken on to impart impressiveness to spe- 
cial occasions. His manners were courtly, not 
stiff. They were notable for ease and grace, 
and impressed one as the product of life-long 
association with persons of refinement and 
culture. His conversational powers were of 
no common order. Hr^ wide acquaintance 
with men and books, and his somewhat ex- 
tensive travels, furnished a fund of incident 
and information, which, combined with fluency 
and felicity of expression, made him the cen- 
ter and charm of the social circle. His preach- 
ing, while thoroughly evangelical and prac- 
tical, was not unaccompanied with the graces 
of elocution. As already stated, in his early 
ministry crowds thronged to hear him, and to 
his later years he was recognized on both sides 
of the Atlantic as an able and eloquent minis- 
ter of the New Testament. He was a preacher 
of the strictly Wesleyan type, adhering with 
the utmost exactitude to the Arminian system 
of theology as interpreted by Wesley, Fletcher, 
and Watson. He was impatient of the slight- 
est departure from the recognized standard 
and established usages of Methodism. No man 
among us was better acquainted with the his- 
tory and hymnology of Methodism. His mem- 
ory was stored with those sacred metrical com- 
positions that did much to give to Methodism 
its primitive power, singing the gospel into 
many hearts which the voice of the living 
preacher did not reach, or serving to enforce 
his utterances. The hymns of Charles Wes- 
ley were his special favorites. These were al- 
ways at his command, and he quoted them at 
tinies with great appositeness and effect. His 
familiarity with the Book of God was remark- 
able, extending not only to the matter of the 
book, but to minute and litei*al acquaintance 
with the sacred text. He was extremely sensi- 
tive to the slightest inaccuracy of quotation 
from the Inspired Word. His sermons and 
exhortations abounded with scriptural cita- 
tions, and were so amply illustrated in this re- 
spect that it might be said of them, they were 
“not in the words which man’s wisdom teach- 
eth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth.” 
Often his preaching was “in demonstration of 
the Spirit and of power.” Souls were awak- 
ened and brought to Christ under his earnest 
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ministry. Ilis sermons were full of the very 
marrow of the gospel. When the people asked 
bread, he never gave them a stone. Christ and 
the great salvation were his constant theme. 
Whatever pertained to the work and offices 
of the Redeemer he dwelt upon with enthusi- 
astic delight, and often with thrilling effect. 
His Christian experience and life were a prac- 
tical comment upon his pulpit utterances. Ful- 
I 3 ' recognizing the doctrine of the Witness of 
the Spirit — of that divine testimony to the 
truth and to the saving grace of God which 
he bears to the human consciousness — in his 
case that inner testimony was of the cleare.st 
and most satisfactory character. He remarked, 
on one occasion, that from the date of his con- 
version he had never lost the evidence of his 
acceptance; nor had he lost a sense of his own 
utter unworthiness. Through the many years 
of his private and ministerial life he main- 
tained an unblemished reputation. This re- 
mains as a legacy to his children and the 
Church; and the fragrant memory of his godly 
life lingers like a sweet aroma around the path 
he trod, and hallowed on the earth. For sev- 
eral years previous to his death his health had 
been feeble, confining him for the most part to 
the house; yet occasionally it would so far im- 
prove as to admit of his exercising himself in 
public, and making distant excursions to visit 
his friends, or attend some Church-gathering. 
It was during one of these intervals of im- 
provement he visited Canada, and substituted 
the regular appointees as Fraternal Messenger 
to the General Conference of the Canadian 
Methodist Church. But a few Sabbaths before 
his death he preached at one of our churches 
in Baltimore; and only the day before his de- 
cease he rode to one of the suburban parks. 
On Wednesday night, Oct. 13, he retired with 
cheerful spirits and in his usual health. About 
2 o’clock Thursday morning a sudden and 
heavy fall was heard in his room, and some 
members of the family, repairing to it, found 
him lying prostrate and insensible upon the 
floor. He had been stricken with apoplexy, 
from which he died the evening: of the same 
day. 

John L. Gilbert was born of Methodist 
parentage, in Frederick county, Md., on the 
3d of October, 1818, and departed this life on 
the 28th of January, 1880, in the 62d year of 
his age, and in the 38th year of his itinerant 
ministry. He was buried at Brucetown, Fred- 
erick county, Va., on the 31st of January, 1880. 
Ot the early life of our departed brother only 
a few data are at command. Among these 
IS the fact that he was converted at sixteen 
years of age. At what time he was licensed 
to preach does not appear; but from a brief 
autobiography and the Journal of his Confer- 
ence, we have the following account of his 
labors among us: He was admitted on trial in 
the Baltimore Conference, M. E. Church, at 
Gie session held in the Caroline Street Church, 
Baltimore city, in March, 1842, and appointed 
junior preacher, with the Rev. S. Hilde- 



brand as preacher in charge, to the Christians- 
burg Circuit. This circuit then included what 
is now Christiansburg, Blacksburg, Salem, La 
Fayette, Newport, and a part of Roanoke Cir- 
cuit. At the Conference of 1843 he was sent 
as junior preacher to the Franklin Circuit, 
with Thomas H. Busey, of precious memory, 
as preacher in charge.* The territory of this 
laborious field now includes the present Frank- 
lin Circuit, Crab Buttom, Monterey, and 
Highland Circuit. In 1844 he was appointed 
to the charge of Newcastle, then also a very 
large circuit; and while on this charge he was 
married, on the 4th of December, to Miss Ann 
M. Kyle, of Montgomery county, Va, In 
1845 he was assigned to Covington Circuit, 
where he remained two years. From this, in 
1847, he was sent to Monroe Circuit for two 
years. Fincastle Circuit, for the years of 1849 
and 1850, was next blessed with his faithful 
ministry. In 1851, to Schellsburg, Bedford 
county. Pa.; 1852-3, to West River, Md.; 
1854-5, Calvert Circuit; 1850-7, Patuxent Cir- 
cuit; 1858-9, Severn Circuit; 1800-1, Mont- 
gomery Circuit; 1862-3, West Georgetown 
and Tennallytown; lb04, Sandy Springs, Md.; 
1805, Rockville, Md. Tlie last-named four 
years were full of peril and re.«ponsibility, and 
with respect to which the following remark 
from his own pen best explains his conduct: 
“At the Conference held in Staunton, March, 
1801, I acted heartily witli the majority of the 
Coiiterence, but did all I could to secure mod- 
eration. I WHS returned to the Montgomery 
Circuit. This year — entirel}’ cut oft' from the 
brethren in Virginia by llie military lines — 
I was obliged, in my judgment, either to sus- 
pend Work virtually, or to meet with the moi- 
ety Conference in Baltimore, under the presi- 
dency of Bishop Jane.*. March, 1862, I chose 
the latter course, and joined with six of the 
brethren in a manifesto, asserting our adher- 
ence to the principles upon which we acted the 
previous year, but expressing a willingness to 
accept Work under the presiding bishops, 
pending the separation of the Baltimore Con- 
ference by military' lines. Our manifesto was 
not allowed to be put on record, but after some 
strange proceedings we were recognized as 
members, and I was appointed to West George- 
town. . . . The war being over, in Feb- 

ruary', 1866, I reported the Rockville Circuit 
to the Conference held in Alexandria, Va., un- 
der the presidency of Bishop Early, and was 
returned to the same circuit.” In 1867 he was 
again sent to Fincastle Circuit, where he la- 
bored three years. In the year 1870 he was 
appointed to the Lewisburg District, and la- 
bored with fidelity and success for four years. 
In 1874 he went to the charge of the Lexing- 
ton District, and here also remained four years. 
In 1878 he was appointed to the Brucetown 
Circuit, in the Winchester District, and wa.s 
reappointed to the same in the spring of 1879. 
This was his la.st place of toil and sutfering. 
Early in the .*ummer of 1879 decided sy'inp- 
t(»ms of a fearful malady’ appeared. He could 
scarcely realize that his w< rk was done, and 
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that ere another C mference should assemble 
he should he called t<* join the “general as- 
sembly and Church of the first-born.” This 
was not the result of a feeble faith — for his 
heart had been kept in communion with God 
— but was rather the effect of the suddenness 
of the failure of a robust health, which for 
thirty-seven years, in many fields of his hard 
toil, seemed almost to defy the wear and waste 
of time, and to be proplietic of long continu- 
ance. “I have not lost,” said he a short time 
before his death, “ five Sundays in thirty-seven 
years on acci>unt of personal ill-health.” How 
he meditated upon this mercy of God is best 
shown by his own written words : “And here 
I record my expressions of unfeigned grati- 
tude to my gracious Lord and Saviour, who 
has guided and watched me for these years.” 
In all the above-named places of his minis- 
terial labor he was faithful, diligent, and ear- 
nest; in many of them he was eminently suc- 
cessful, and abundant in labors. Many were 
the seals to his consecrated ministry; many 
precious and redeemed souls had he for his 
hire. Brother Gilbert was a man of deep con- 
viction and of unselfish nature. Without af- 
fectation or ostentation, his was a true and 
sincere spirit of lofty piety and noble char- 
acter. He was also a diligent student. Start- 
ing with few advantages of early mental dis- 
cipline and culture, he overcame these, in a 
large degree, by persevering application to 
those studies which would best qualify him for 
his sacred calling of preaching the gospel, and 
for defending the faith. He was a fine theo- 
logian, and no mean polemic, being always 
ready to meet in public debate any champion 
of views he believed to be erroneous. He was 
scrupulously exact in his attfuition to all the 
minor details of his work. He believed fully 
in the Methodist Discipline, and while a pre- 
siding elder he always insisted upon observing 
the letter of the law, and did not hesitate to 
chide sharply any of the preachers who failed 
to conscientiously discharge his duties. A few 
weeks before his death there was an apparent 
improvement in his health; and, although it 
was quite evident to his friends that his course 
was nearly run, yet he, deceived by the tem- 
porary benefit he experienced, cherished the 
hope of an early return to his loved employ, 
and looked forward with special pleasure to 
meeting his brethren at this session of our Con- 
ference. A good man has gone from us — one 
who will be much missed. He rests from his 
labors, and his works do follow him. 

William H. Wheelwright was born in 
W'estmoreland county, Va., July 23, 1824, and 
died at his home in Warren county, Va., Dec. 
17, 1879. His remains were borne to Front 
JRoyal, Va., where they lie buried, awaiting the 
resurrection morning. Brother Wheelwright 
was converted to God at sixteen years of age, 
and it is said that in his youth he was exceed- 
ingly bright and attractive, and very devoted 
to his home. Particulars of his early Chris- 
tian life are wanting. We only learn that from 



the first he was a most conscientious person, 
and sought always to do his whole duty. He 
was educated as a State cadet at the Virginia 
Military Institute, and graduated with credit 
there; but, unlike many who, on graduation, 
deem their education finished, he continued a 
diligent student during his active life. Brother 
Wheelwright joined the Virginia Conference 
at its session held at Randolph-Macon College 
in the year 1846. His first year in the min- 
istry was spent on Warrenton Circuit, and dur- 
ing his ministry he served many important 
appointments in the Virginia and Baltimore 
Conferences — among them Edenton, N. C.; 
Dinwiddie Street, Portsmouth; two Churches 
in Richmond, viz.. Centenary and Union; 
Washington Street, Petersburg; Warrenton 
and Nottoway Circuits; the old Randolph- 
Macon District; W”inchester Circuit and Win- 
chester District, from which, after three years’ 
service, he was compelled to retire in March, 
1874. Wherever he labored he made a decided 
impression for God’s cause, being faithful as 
a minister, and shunning not to declare all the 
counsel of God, but always absolutely free 
from harshness or any disposition to lord it 
over God’s heritage. He felt it his duty, when 
the war commenced, to offer his services to his 
State, having been educated by her; and his 
offer being accepted, he was appointed major 
of a regiment then stationed at Gloucester 
Point, where he remained twelve or fourteen 
months; and this was one of the most useful 
and happy years of his life. He passed through 
many vicissitudes during the war. When it 
closed, he was serving as chaplain. He was 
united in early manhood to Miss Margaret 
Kerfoot, in which excellent and elegant lady 
he found a true consort, entering fully into his 
great work. She was to him ever a wise coun- 
selor, a light and joy to his heart and home 
in the days of his prosperity, a solace and 
support in his hours of trial. At the close of 
the war he went to Warren county, Va. There 
had been no preaching in all the country about 
there for a long time, and he became a self- 
appointed pastor of the scattered Methodist 
flocks, visiting the sick and ministering to 
them as they had need, and preaching every 
Sunday. He taught school during the week, 
thus gaining a m.eager support. At the next 
Virginia Conference he was appointed mis- 
sionary to this same work — his circuit extend- 
ing to Linden; after which he served one year 
on the Nottoway Circuit, in the Virginia Con- 
ference, and was then transferred to the Balti- 
more Conference, in which he ended his labors 
in 1874, and his life in 1879. In 1872 he was 
seized with rheumatism, and suffered increas- 
ing agony until death brought him kind relief. 
Perhaps no one could have suffered more than 
he. He was drawn almost double by the fear- 
ful pains, and could only find very partial and 
temporary relief by use of opiates. All that 
the best medical skill could do was tried, but 
without avail. The refiner’s fire burned fierce- 
ly until the fine gold was brought out, pure 
and shining, and received the stamp of the 
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Master’s imago. He never complained. It 
was a treat to visit him; and his friends al- 
ways came away edified and instructed, and 
wondering at the sustaining power of God’s 
grace manifested in him. From the beginning 
of his ministerial career he was noted for his 
genial, frank, and cordial manners, his faith- 
ful and ardent friendships, and for his honest 
preaching of the word. He was a great stu- 
dent. In his maturity he delighted in such 
studies as the philosophy and metaphysics of 
Hamilton, and the works of Butler, Cousin, 
etc. In the later years of his ministry, his 
eflforts were directed to finding out the mind 
of the Spirit, as revealed in God’s word. He 
was a live teacher — an able minister of the 
gospel, and grew in knowledge and power un- 
til arrested by an incurable disease. He was 
a high-toned Christian gentleman — hospitable, 
generous, and cordial. All recognized his hon- 
esty and sincerity in religious matters. His 
candor in reference to himself, and his courage 
in dealing with all social and religious ques- 
tions, stand almost without a parallel. Noble- 
minded, genial, courageous in the highest de- 
gree, ardent and faithful in his friendships, 
gentle and sympathizing toward the tempted 
and afflicted, a pointed, clear, and able preach- 
er of the great salvation, it is not surprising 
that he was beloved and honored in all the 
Churches, and that his ministrations were ev- 
erywhere attended with a hallowing influence. 
His life and labors were not noisy and obtru- 
sive, but, for that reason, perhaps, all the more 
efficient and permanent for good. 

Michael P. Scaklan was born in Hamp- 
shire county, W. Va., June 26, 1853, and died 
at the village of Waverly, near Baltimore city, 
Dec. 26, 1879. He was just twenty-six years 
and six months old at the time of his death, 
and had been five years in the active ministry 
of the Church. His father was a native Irish- 
man, and a convert from Romanism; his moth- 
er, a Miss Snethen. In early boyhood he 
evinced great aptitude and sprightliness of 
mind; and, though his educational advantages 
were very limited, he industriously improved 
what opportunities he had, and was regarded 
as a youth of uncommon promise. He was 
converted at a revival on the old Springfield 
Circuit, during the pastorate of the Rev. J. B. 
Fitzpatrick. He was licensed to exhort under 
the ministry of the Rev. J. C. Dice; was 
licensed to preach under the presiding elder- 
ship of the Rev. David Thoma.«, and admitted 
on trial March, 1874. In 1874-5 he was ap- 
pointed junior preacher on Monterey Circuit 
— the Rev. T. Hildebrand being preacher in 
charge. In 1876 he was with the Rev. B. F. 
Ball on Augusta Circuit, and the following 
year was appointed, with the Rev. H. A. Ga- 
ver, to Montgomery Circuit, but subsequently 
transferred to Emory. At the Conference of 
1878 he was ordained elder, and assigned to 
the charge of Taylor’s Circuit, within the 
bounds of which he closed his earthly life. 
Shortly previous to his last appointment he 



was united in marriage to Miss Laura Gibbs, 
who survives him in the sorrow of an early 
widowhood. As already intimated. Brother 
Scanlan was a young man of more than ordi- 
nary talent. His mind was of an original, in- 
dependent, and incisive order, and strongly 
disposed to metaphysical speculation. His 
early efforts in the pulpit were largely affected 
by this prevailing mental tendency; but his 
later ministrj' was characterized by greater 
spirituality and earnestness, and fruitful in 
good results. His last illness w^as brief and 
violent. Ten or twelve days before his death 
he was seized with a malignant form of ty- 
phoid fever, that resisted all remedial agencies. 
He was delirious during nearly the entire pe- 
riod of his sickness; but though thus disabled 
from giving any very decided expression to 
his Christian faith and hope, his previous piety 
and devotion to his work gave abundant evi- 
dence of his readiness “to depart and be with 
Christ.” There was, indeed, one brief, lucid 
interval, when, suddenly awaking to conscious- 
ness, he was observed to be fervently praying, 
then raised his hands, and, with a brightened 
expression, exclaimed: “Glory to God! what 
peace! what peace!” Then again, just as he 
was about dying, reason seemed to regain its 
throne. Though unable to speak, he opened 
his eyes with a glad, surprised look, lifted his 
hand toward heaven, and beckoned eagerly — 
then passed away to his final rest. He was 
greatly beloved by the people of Taylor’s Cir- 
cuit. His frank, generous, and sympathetic 
disposition, his cordial manners, as well as his 
active and impartial pastorate, warmly attached 
to him all classes of the community. When 
he died, all seemed to mourn the loss of a per- 
sonal friend.

John C. Kopp was called away while yet 
in the vigor of youth. He was born at New 
Braunfels, Comal county, Texas, Sept. 26, 1853. 
When eight years old he remov^ with his 
parents to Ohio. Here he received a good 
general education. In 1874 he returned with 
his parents to Texas, and soon after connected 
himself with our Church. Being called to 
preach, he was immediately licensed, and em- 
ployed as a supply on Llano Mission. In the 
autumn of the same year he joined our Con- 
ference on probation. He was assigned to Gal- 
veston Mission. Here he worked acceptably 
for two years. His next field of labor was 
Industry Mission. The bishops deemed well 
to retain him here for three successive years. 
At the expiration of the third year it was 
found that his health was seriously impaired. 
Being placed on the supernumerary list at his 
own request, he removed to the salubrious 
mountain range of the Llano country, in or- 
der, if possible, to regain his waning strength. 
But Providence had ordained otherwise. His 
disease— pulmonary consumption — was aggra- 
vated by the removal, and he died on April 16, 
1880. He died triumphantly, praising God 
for all his benefits. 

Herman Ebers was born at Industry, Aus- 
tin CO., Texas, Nov. 23, 1850. His childhood 
and early youth he spent in the German settle- 
ment on Rabb’s Creek. Being converted and 
called to preach, he accompanied Dr. Ahrens, 
who was on a visit in Texas, to New Or- 
leans; in order under his guidance, to prepare 
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himself for the ministry. A year later he 
joined the Virginia Conference, and was sent 
as German missionary to Petersburg, Va. In 
December, 1874, he returned by transfer to 
Texas, and was assigned to the Galveston Mis- 
sion. A year later he was sent to the Industry 
Mission. After another twelve months the 
Bishop appointed him as Principal of the Dis- 
trict Conference High School at Industry. In' 
this position he was retained until his demise. 
He died Aug. 2, 1880. A week previous to 
his death he was in attendance at the District 
Conference at Grassy ville, manifestly enjoy- 
ing the best of health. Congestion of the 
brain terminated his life after three days’ suf- 
fering. He was a man of prayer — devoted to 
his Master and his cause.

hoy, and joined the M. E. Church, South; was 
licensed to exhort March 13, 1869, and to 
preach Aug. 28, of the same year. He joined 
our Conference in 1873; was ordained a dea- 
con at the same session by Bishop Keener, and 
was ordained an elder by Bishop Doggett, at 
Cleveland, Tenn., Oct. 28, 1877. He was mar- 
ried in Wythe county, Va., to Miss Catharine 
A. Sharrits, March 27, 1866. After joining 
the Conference, Brother Crawford traveled 
continuously, except one year, until the second 
quarterly-meeting of last year, when, on ac- 
count of failing health, he was compelled to 
relinquish his Avork and retire to his home. 
During the year and a half of his work on the 
Watauga Circuit he impressed himself upon 
the people as a faithful and consecrated man, 
and their love for him was shown hj' the large 
assemblage which gathered at his funeral on 
the 4th of last March, when brother James T. 
Smith delivered an appropriate memorial ser- 
mon. He was buried with Masonic honors, by 
his brethren of that fraternity, on a hill which 
overlooks Henson’s Chapel. A few days be- 
fore his death, as is sometimes the case with 
even the best of men, clouds obscured his spir- 
itual vision, and doubts burdened his strug- 
gling spirit; but when he came to the final 
hour, the clouds dispersed, th^ doubts were 
gone, the light broke in, and “glory” was the 
word that parted his dying lips.

David B. Gumming, the veteran of the In- 
dian Mission Conference, the pioneer of Meth- 
odism among the Wyandottes, the Senecas, 
the Delawares, the Creeks, and Cherokees, a 
connecting link with the heroic past, and whose 
presence in our councils has for many years 
been a benediction, is now no more. This good 
and faithful man went to his reward Aug. 25, 
1880, dying at his home in McDonald county, 
Mo. On the 13th of that month he went out 
of his house after dark, made a misstep, fell, 
dislocated a hip-joint, and received serious in- 
ternal injury, suffering intensely until the 25th, 
when he gently passed awaj', full of faith, and 
joyful in hope. David B. Gumming was born 
in Mercersburgh, Franklin county. Pa., June 3, 
1796. When about six months old his father 
removed to Rockbridge county, Ya., and in 
1811 to East Tennessee. In February, 1818, 
he was born of the Spirit of God, and never 
after doubted his conversion. In 1818 he was 
licensed to exhort; in 1819 was licensed to 
preach by James Axley, P. E., and employed 
by him to travel with Jesse Green on Powell’s 
\ alley Circuit in 1820. In the same year he 
was recommended by a District Conference as 
a suitable person to be received into the trav- 
eling connection, and was received on trial in 
1821. He traveled in Tennessee Conference 
two years, and in 1823 was received into full 
connection, and ordained deacon by Bishop 
George, at Huntsville, Ala., and was sent to 
■fellico Circuit, in Holston Conference, in 1824. 
He traveled in the bounds of that Conference 



until 1834, excepting three years, when he was, 
respectively, supernumerary. Agent for the 
American Bible Society, and was for a short 
time unemployed on account of family afflic- 
tion and the death of his wife. In 1834 he 
was sent to the Indian Mission work in the 
bounds of the Holston Conference, and trav- 
eled there five years, having charge of all the 
Indian work in that Conference. In order 
that he might look after the interests of the 
Cherokee Methodists who had emigrated west, 
and at the solicitation of prominent members 
of the Holston Conference, he was transferred 
by Bishop Andrew, in 1838, to Arkansas Con- 
ference. From 1838 to 1844 his appointments 
are on the Minutes of the Arkansas Confer- 
ence. From 1845 to 1850 the Secretary of 
our Conference did not record the list of •ap- 
pointments. In 1844 he was presiding elder 
of Cherokee District; 18^5, preacher in charge 
of Senecas and Upper Cherokees; 1850, preach- 
er in charge of Delawares and Senecas; 1851- 
54, presiding elder of Cherokee District; 1855- 
58, presiding elder of Creek District; 1859-61, 
preacher in charge of Senecas and Wyan- 
dottes. There was no Conference in 1862 or 
1863. In 1864 he was supernumerary; 1865, 
preacher in charge of Beatty’s Prairie Circuit; 
1866-71, preacher in charge of Grand River 
Circuit; 1872-79, superannuated. Brother 
Gumming was a delegate to the General Con- 
ference of 1854. He was the last one whose 
name appears on our first list of members. 
He was an active member in the Conference- 
room, always present at the beginning of Con- 
ference until superannuated-r-sometimes pre- 
siding in the absence of the Bishop. How 
much of our ascended brother’s labors we are 
enjoying and entering into to-day, eternity 
alone will disclose. No marble shaft will mark 
his resting-place; but when he gathers his 
sheaves from the Wyandottes and the Sene- 
cas, from the Delawares, the Creeks, and the 
Cherokees, he will realize that in God’s “pres- 
ence there is fullness of joy, and at his right- 
hand there are pleasures forevermore.”

William C Atmore was born in England, 
December 6, 1800, of pious parents, who dedi- 
cated him to God, and trained him up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. He was 
converted in his youth after the manner and 
teaching of the early Methodists, and became 
a member of Mr. Wesley’s “United Society.” 
While a young man he was licensed to preach, 
and labored several years among the British 
brethren. After this he came to America, in 
1836, and was received into the Kentucky An- 
nual Conference in 1840, of which he continued 
a faithful and worthy member until his death. 
For several years he was in feeble health, and 
sustained a superannuated relation to the Con- 
ference. His sight also failed a few years 
since, and he had to be led to church by his 
daughter. During all the years of his Chris- 
tian pilgrimage he was a man of God, en- 
joying in a high degree the communion of 
God and the fellowship of the saints. Well- 
read in theology, he was a faithful expounder 
of the Scriptures. Rich in Christian experi- 
ence, he was a wise and good pastor. Artless 
as a child, he was unsuspecting as he was un- 
suspected. As a preacher, he was plain and 
practical, and always spiritual. Though his 
last days were days of suffering, they were 
richer and richer in divine consolation to the 
• last. Toward the end he almost seemed to 
commune with those gone before. He died in 
great peace, August 30, 1880, at his home in 
the city of Louisville, Ky., aged eighty years. 

Samuel L. Robertson was born February 
6, 1818, and died July 9, 1880. He joined the 
Church when fifteen years old, and soon after 
was converted at a camp-meeting near Mount 
Sterling. He was licensed to preach in 1842, 
and received into the Kentucky Conference. 
In 1845 he married Miss Nancy Cox, and aft- 
erward her sister, Mrs. V. Messick. For thir- 
ty-eight years he filled all the grades of the 
ministry from the lowest to the highest. His 
religious experience was of the happy, buoj’^- 
ant type, professing and living a sanctified life. 
He was firm, his integrity was uncompromi.s- 
ing. and he always had an all-abiding faith 
in Christ Jesus. His preaching was expository 
rather than hortatory. He was not considered 
a revivalist, j’et he gathered many into the 
Church. His end was triumphant. Glorj’-, and 
heaven, and all is right, were his last words.

William C Atmore was born in England, 
December 6, 1800, of pious parents, who dedi- 
cated him to God, and trained him up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. He was 
converted in his youth after the manner and 
teaching of the early Methodists, and became 
a member of Mr. Wesley’s “United Society.” 
While a young man he was licensed to preach, 
and labored several years among the British 
brethren. After this he came to America, in 
1836, and was received into the Kentucky An- 
nual Conference in 1840, of which he continued 
a faithful and worthy member until his death. 
For several jmars he was in feeble health, and 
sustained a superannuated relation to the Con- 
ference. His sight also failed a few years 
since, and he had to be led to church by his 
daughter. During all the years of his Chris- 
tian pilgrimage he was a man of God, en- 
joying in a high degree the communifm of 
God and the fellowship of the saints. Well- 
read in theology, he was a faithful expounder 
of the Scriptures. Rich in Christian experi- 
ence, he was a wise and good pastor. Artless 
as a child, he was unsuspecting as he was un- 
suspected. As a preacher, he was plain and 
practical, and always spiritual. Though his 
last days were daj's of suffering, they were 
richer and richer in divine consolation to the 
• last. Toward the end he almost seemed to 
commune with those gone before. He died in 
great peace, August 30, 1880, at his home in 
the city of Louisville, Ky., aged eighty years. 

Samuel L. Robertson was born February 
6, 1818, and died July 9, 1880. He joined the 
Church when fifteen years old, and soon after 
was converted at a camp-meeting near Mount 
Sterling. He was licensed to preach in 1842, 
and received into the Kentucky Conference. 
In 1845 he married Miss Nancy Cox, and aft- 
erward her sister, Mrs. V. Messick. For thir- 
ty-eight years he filled all the grades of the 
ministry from the lowest to the highest. His 
religious experience was of the happy, buoy- 
ant type, professing and living a sanctffied life. 
He was firm, his integrity was uncompromis- 
ing, and he alwa5's had an all-abiding faith 
in Christ Jesus. His preaching was expositor}’ 
rather than hortatory. He was not considered 
a revivalist, yet he gathered many into the 
Church. His end was triumphant. Glory, and 
heaven, and all is right, were his last words. 

Blessed are the dead that die in the Lord^ 
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they rest from their labors, and their works do 
follow them.” 

James E. Letton was born September 14, 
1844. At an early a! 2 ;e he was happily con- 
verted to God, and united himself with the 
Methodist Episcopal Chnrcd), South. In the 
year 1802 he was received on trial in the Ken- 
tucky Conference, and was appointed with J. 
M. j'ldinson to the Washington and German- 
town Circuit. In 1803 he was appointed to 
Tdton Circuit, in 1804 to Richmond and 
Providence, in 1805 to Cynthiana, in 1800 to 
Owingsville, in 1807 to Bourbon Circuit, in 
1808 to Lancaster, in 1809 to Bryantsville, in 
1870 and 1871 to Harrodsburg, in 1872 to 
Georgetown, in 1873 to Washington atid He- 
bron, in 1874 to Flerningsburg with T. J. God- 
bey, in 1875, on account of ill health, he lo- 
cated. In 1870 he again entered the field, and 
was appointed to .Jessamine Circuit, in 1877 to 
Jessamine, in 1878 to Millersburg. At our last 
Conference Brother Letton was returned to 
Millersburg, in the vain hope that his health, 
which had become seriously impaired, would 
soon he restored. He was able to preach one 
sermon after Conference, when his disease (con- 
sumption) fastened upon him with a firmer 
hold, and he was soon prostrated upon his bed. 
It was the writer’s good fortune to be with 
Brother Letton a good deal, and to talk with 
him frequently upon his religious condition. 
From the first he seemed to realize that his 
life’s work was over, but he bore his afflictions 
with calmness and patience, and at last died 
with the fortitude of a Christian philosopher. 
He seemed to regret that he was so soon to die 
only because of his family, and because he was 
anxious to labor awhile longer in the Master’s 
vineyard. My conversations with him were 
truly refreshing to my soul; he talked as one 
with full assurance, and only awaited the sum- 
mons to call him home. When the messenger 
came he was ready, “ having his loins girded and 
his lamp trimmed.” Weakened and complete- 
1 V prostrated by his disease, he was yet able to 
lift himself frequently on the night be died, 
and shout the praise of God. He retained his 
consciousness to the last, while his face fairly 
shone with the brightness reflected from the 
“other side.” Brother Letton is dead, but he 
shall rise again “in the beauty of holiness.”

John V. Pointer was born in Missouri in 
the year 1839. His father having died before 
his majority, he, being the oldest son, became 
manager of his father’s business, and provided 
for his mother and the family — a service most 
nobly rendered. As a youth, he was generous, 
brave, and diligent. In business transactions 
he gained the respect of his acquaintances by 
his integrity and manly bearing. In social 
life he was cheerful, companionable, and a 
marked favorite. He reached manhood before 
he professed conversion and united with the 
Church. The lessons taught by pious parents 
did not restrain him from worldly amusements, 
so that his awakening becomes an incident as 
singular as remarkable. While attending a 
dancing-party during Christmas holidays, just 
after closing a danoing-set, strong conviction 
seized his heart, and he laid down his fiddle, 
which he had been playing for the party, and 
said to a companion: “Here and forever I 
cease this course of life, and, by the grace of 
God, will endeavor to be a Christian, and seek 



a home in heaven.” From that time he changed 
his manner of life, and sought religion until 
he realized a thorough regeneration of his nat- 
ure, which, tou.se his own language, “was as 
clear as a sunbeam.” From that hour to the 
day of his death he never doubted concerning 
his conversion, although, to use again his own 
words, he had come short of dut}', and felt 
clouds on his soul, yet he never wavered in 
his purpose to make his calling and election 
sure. Soon after his conversion and connec- 
tion with the Church it was apparent to many 
who knew him, and especially to his pastor, 
that he was called to the ministry of the word, 
and was urged to apply for license to preach. 
He hesitated for more than twelve months, but 
finally yielded, and received license. He con- 
fessed that times of ministerial unfaithfulness 
passed over him, but he never regretted the 
step taken. He became a private soidier in the 
Confederate army, and served in that relation 
for two consecutive years. On a Sunday morn- 
ing, we think at Vicksburg, standing with gun 
in hand, expecting a charge from the enemy, 
he called his fellow-soldiers about him, and 
preached to them the gospel of the grace of 
God. At this instant the division-general, for 
some cause, came on the ground, and saw 
Brother Pointer preaching to the soldiers, and 
inquired about him, and, learning the facts, 
sent to him, unasked by Brother Pointer, a 
commission as chaplain to the regiment. In 
this relation he continued to serve to the close 
of the war. The war having ended, he found 
it dangerous to remain in his native State; so 
he removed to Mississippi, and became a mem- 
ber of his Uncle Hollingsworth’s family, and 
joined the Mississippi Conference. We think 
he received an appointment in that Confer- 
ence, but did not fill it, on account of the re- 
moval of his uncle from that State. He was 
afterward transferred to Louisiana Conference, 
in which he served till the day of his death, 
November 28tb, 1880. Brother Pointer, as a 
preacher, was above mediocrity; his manner 
solemn and earnest, his style clear and vigor- 
ous, his conception of doctrines and duties 
clear, and presentation forcible. He filled all 
the appointments given him with great ac- 
ceptability. His return to a circuit was re- 
ceived with favor. In the appointment which 
he last filled he was greatly loved, both in his 
pastoral and pulpit relations. The duties of 
husband were so fulfilled and tenderly per- 
formed that the warmest love and reverence 
of wife and step-daughter flowed out to him, 
and made his home a place of sweetest pleas- 
ure. In social life he was genial, frank, and 
humorous, cheerful without levity, just with- 
out austerity, kind and generous to all. The 
needy around him knew his benevolence ran 
far toward extravagance in relieving their 
wants. As a citizen, he was liberal, firm, and 
active, alive to every duty of patriotism. Many 
are the regrets expressed in his community for 
the loss of one so valuable in all his relations. 
With a stalwart frame and a noble soul, he 
was appreciated wherever known. Few men in 
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his portion of the countr}’ commanded so much 
respect and confidence. For the few years past 
Brother Pointer’s growth of power in the pul- 
pit has been very marked, lie seemed to grow 
and mellow into a sweet spiritual life in the 
past few months. His occasional attacks of 
sickness seemed to impress him that his stay 
on earth would be brief, and he expressed both 
readiness and willingness to go and be with 
the blessed in heaven.

Though a man of more than ordinary natural 
endowments, Brother Cook had very little ed- 
ucational training in early life; and entering 
the ministry somewhat advanced in life, and 
when he had the care of a family upon him, 
he labored under great disadvantages in the 
formation of habits of study, and in the ac- 
quisition of knowledge; and yet, by his per- 
sistent energy and diligenee, he became a 
respectable theologian, and was able both to 
expound and defend the doctrines and institu- 
tions of the Xlhureh which he most heartily 
received. He was a most faithful and success- 
ful preacher, and to this end was ever faithful 
and efficient in his work as a pastor. No 
preacher in the Conference has ever built a 
larger number of good houses of worship, for 
the time he was in the regular work — thus 
providing for the permanence and influence 
of the Church for the future. He was a man 
wh(>, for his kindness to every one, and for his 
sterling integrity to God and to his cause, was 
emphatically felt wherever he went. He will 
still live in the hearts and in the memories of 
those he served. Our beloved brother suffered 
much for some years — especially toward the 
cl(»se of his life. But he suffered as became a 
man wholly consecrated to God — not a mur- 
muring word escaped his lips. And of course 
when he died all was peace and triumph. “He 
has finished his course with ji>y, and the min- 
istry which he had received of the Lord Jesus, 
to testify the gospel of the grace of God.”

John A. Corbitt, son of the Rev. Reuben 
Corbitt, was born in Tipton County, Tenn., De- 
cember 28, 1836. He married Sophronia H. 
Pickard, October 6, 1858— a happy union. He 
professed religion in bis twenty-first year, 
j'Uned the M. E. Church, South, and manifested 
his love for the Church by serving faithfully 
in the capacity of steward, class-leader, local 
and traveling preacher. He was licensed to 
preach August 24, 1872, and remained in the 
local ranks until his removal from Tipton 
County to Arkansas, in 1876. There he joined 
the White River Conference as a traveling 



preacher. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Keener, December 3, 1876, and did good and 
etfective work while a member of that Confer- 
ence. He was transferred in 1877 to the 3Iem- 
phis Conference, and was appointed to Lucy 
Circuit, and in 1878 to Randolph Circuit. At 
our last session he was put on the superannu- 
ated list, on account of the low state of his 
health. As a traveling preacher, among the 
people where he was born and reared to man- 
hood, he had the respect and confidence of all 
who knew him. Applying himself diligently 
to his books, he was growing to full manhood 
in the ministry when his health failed. For 
some time he entertained hope of recovery, 
but, seeing he must di6, he bowed submissivefy 
to the will of God, and regretting only the sep- 
aration from his beloved wife and children, 
expressed himself ready for his departure. He 
died in hope and much assurance of rest ever- 
lasting, January 2, 1880, leaving an aflFection- 
ate wife and a large family of children to 
mourn their loss, and a community deeply im- 
pressed with the example of a good and true 
man. 

Smith William Moore, a native of North 
Carolina, born November 1, 1818, was the son 
of John and Elizabeth Moore, who, being 
deeply pious members of the Baptist Church, 
trained their children, eleven in number, so 
that they all became religious, and devoted 
their lives to the service of God. The family 
removed to East Tennessee in 1831, and in 
1834, his mother dying, the son, whom we 
honor and mourn, not long after was invited 
to Raleigh, N. C., by his uncle, Hon. William 
Hill, Secretary of State, in whose family he 
enjoyed a home, while be was employed as a 
clerk in the State oflSce. During this time a 
great change occurred in his spiritual history. 
It was in 1837, and in the midst of a revival 
among the Methodists of Raleigh, under the 
ministry of the Rev. Edwrird Wadsworth, that 
our brother was deeply convicted of sin, and 
earnestly sought till he found pardon and 
peace. On the night of June 20th, after the 
service at church, while going upstairs to a 
friend’s chamber, he was happily converted, 
and on the 16th of July following he was re- 
ceived as a probationer in the Church, which 
was his spiritual mother. Ever afterward he 
sacredly celebrated the anniversary of his new 
birth and happy entrance upon the Christian 
life. And truly the life he lived was a Chris- 
tian life — the life of faith in the Son of God; 
a life of growth and maturity, of strength and 
activity, of eminent usefulness to his "fellow- 
men, and of glory to God. As Christ had loved 
him, and given himself for him, and saved 
him from sin and ruin, so he early felt a pure 
love for the souls of men, for whom Christ 
died, and an earnest desire to lead them to 
Christ. He was divinely impressed and assured 
that he was called to the ministry of the gos- 
pel. As a preparation for this great work, his 
elder brethren counseled him to enter upon a 
thorough course of study; and accordingly, iu 
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the autumn of 1838, he became a student in 
Randolph-Macon College. June 20, 1840 — 
the anniversary of his conversion to God — he 
was licensed to preach the gospel, and the Sun- 
day following, at Providence, not far from the 
college, he preached for the first time. He re- 
mained at college four years, and at the close 
of 1842, lacking means to continue, he was 
compelled to leave but a little while before the 
time for his graduation. Subsequently, when 
he was in the maturity of his powers, the de- 
gree of Di)ctor of Divinity was conferred upon 
him by Randolph-Macon College. For two 
years he taught school in Taylorsville, Tenn., 
and then in Giles County, Tenn., and during 
that time he labored faithfully and usefully as 
a local preacher, in which position he even 
then showed rare gifts, as well as grace and 
usefulness in proof of his call to the ministry. 
He married, July 24, 1844, Miss Mary O. 
Tates, daughter of Warner Yates, the well- 
known scholar and educator, then of Giles 
County, Tenn. To the end of our brother’s 
days this wife, now his widow, was a helpmeet, 
truly, in every relation of life, well-fitted, as 
she was by nature and culture, in intellect, in 
heart, and in domestic and social virtues, to her 
position — sympathizing thoroughly with her 
husband, and wisely counseling him in his life- 
work. He was admitted on trial in the Ten- 
nessee Conference, held at Columbia, in 1844, 
and was then ordained deacon by Bishop Janes; 
and two years afterward, at Nashville, was ad- 
mitted into full connection, and ordained elder 
by Bishop Soule. At that session eighteen 
preachers, including our brother, stood before 
the Conference and made the prescribed and 
most solemn vows of the itinerancy. He is the 
sixth of the number who have died itinerants: 
twelve of us, all of the class that survive, after 
thirty-six years’ service, are still in the trav- 
eling connection. We name here the appoint- 
ments received by our brother: Franklin Cir- 
cuit, with J. B. West for junior preacher, 
1844-45; Spring Hill Circuit, with W. H. 
Hughes for junior preacher, 1846-47; Mur- 
freesboro Station, 1847-48; Athens Station, 
1848-49. During his year’s service in this 
charge he was elected professor in the Female 
Institute at Athens, Ala., and continued such 
until 1852, when he was elected president, and 
served one year in this olRce, which he re- 
signed to accept the vice-presidency of La 
Grange College; but, on account of the finan- 
cial difficulties which then beset that once-re- 
nowned institution of learning, he gave up his 
position after a few months’ service. At the 
close of 1853 he removed to Grenada, Miss., 
and became president of Bascom Female Sem- 
inary, and was transferred to the Memphis 
Conference, which then extended over North 
Mississippi. Ever since, till his removal by 
death to a higher sphere and a better life, he 
has been a very useful, dearly-beloved, and 
highly-esteemed member of this body. For 
seven years, as instructor and governor, he 
presided over the fortunes of Bascom Female 
Institute, and in 1858 he was also pastor of 



Grenada Station. In 1860 he retired from serv- 
ice as an educator, with the settled purpose to 
devote himself exclusively to the preaching of 
the gospel. But he was overruled, and at the 
session of that year he was app(>i!ited one of 
the agents of the Book and Tract Society at 
Memphis. In this office he served but one 
year, and at the same time was one of the ed- 
itors of the Conference paper, which then bore 
the family name, Christian Advocate. His ed- 
itorial work, particularly the leading articles 
from his pen, bore the marks of scholarship, 
polished and vigorous, thoughtful and earnest, 
and were characterized by breadth of view, 
clearness and force of statement, and intense 
devotion to the interests of the Church, and to 
the moral and religious improvement of his 
readers. But soon war’s rude alarm was heard 
through the land, and during the terrible strug- 
gle our brother did excellent service as a pas- 
tor at the following places: Hernando Station, 
1861-62; Panola Circuit, 1862-63; Grenada 
Circuit, 1863-64; Grenada Station, 1864-65 
and 1865-66. During 1866 he resumed educa- 
tional work in Bascom Female Seminary, but 
at the session of the Conference for that year 
he was appointed president of Andrew College, 
Trenton, Tenn., to which important office he 
gave four years’ service. In 1871 he was 
appointed to Brownsville Station, which he 
served four years. In 1875 he was appointed 
to Paducah Station, and after two years’ serv- 
ice there he was again appointed to Browns- 
ville Station, which he served the two follow- 
ing years. In 1879 his appointment was Cen- 
tral Church, Memphis — his last charge on 
earth. In poor health, very feeble in body, 
and apprehending that his strength was not 
sufficient in view of the work expected of him, 
he entered with humility, and yet in faith, and 
hope, and love, upon his pastorate. Exhausted 
by constant service, and summer’s heat ener- 
vating his body, though his soul was strong in 
the strength which God supplies, nature de- 
manded rest; and so, with leave of absence, he 
left the city of Memphis, early in August, tf> 
spend some weeks with his son, the Rev. War- 
ner Moore, at Ripley, Tenn., and his daughter 
and son-in-law. Dr. Lewis Estes, near Browns- 
ville. His private diary, which gives us full 
proof of his arduous labors, his rich spiritual 
experience, records in brief terms his last la- 
bors in Central Church. We copy: “Sunday, 
August 1. — Luke xvii. 20 — Silent Forces. A 
good communion. 8 p. m. — Luke xii. 47, 48.” 
Then follows from Farrar’s Life of St. Paul (a 
book which he finished after he was seized 
with the illness which proved fatal) an extract 
which expressed his own experience, and which 
for this reason we quote: “There are souls in 
which the burning heat of some transfusing 
purpose adorns every other thought, every 
other desire, every other admiration; and St. 
Paul was one.” Our brother’s last sermon was 
preached in his son’s pulpit, at Ripley, Tenn. 
The diary notes it in a few words, followed by 
a poetical religious sentiment, which we accept 
as ind. eating the soul’s anticipated retirement

from earthly scenes, and its introduction to the 
palace of the Gi'eat King himself, in whose 
presence is fullness of joy. We copy: “Sun- 
day, August 8. — Preached in Ripley, Tenn., 11 
a m., Isa, i. 3. 

I long to sit on the desert-stone, 

Like Elijah at Horeh’s cave alone; 

Where a gentle voice comes through the wild, 

I.ilce a father consoling his fretful child, 

That banishes bitterness, and wrath, and fear. 

Saying, Man is distant, but God is near.” 

And now God is near to his trusting, hoping 
servant. At the residence of Dr. Estes he was 
^prostrated by disease, from which, after an ill- 
ness of two weeks, he died, in his right mind, 
clear, bright, serene, yea, triumphant over 
death, at 7:45 p.m., September 2, 1880. The 
funeral service was held the next day, in the 
afternoon, at the Methodist church in Browns- 
ville. The mourning people, suspending bus- 
iness, and closing the doors of their offices, and 
stores, and shop.s, filled the house — ministers 
and members of other Churches, as well as of 
our own, and many who were not Christians 
— all gathered in memory and honor of one 
whom they loved and admired for his gifts, and 
graces, and for his work among them. The 
pastor of the Church, the Rev. W. T. Harris, 
D.D., conducted the service, assisted by the 
Revs, W. L. Duckworth, John Williams, and 
W. H, Armstrong, the discourse of Dr. Har- 
ris being considered very appropriate to the 
mournful occasion, and impressive in an un- 
commonly high degree. A multitude of peo- 
ple in procession followed the remains to the 
city of the dead, “Oakwood,” where, with the 
burial service read by Dr. Harris, our brother’s 
body was laid away in the hope of the resur- 
rection unto life. In Central Church, Mem- 
phis, and in Paducah, memorial services were 
held by the pastors and members, the Sunday- 
schools also uniting with the congregations to 
pay the homage of tears to one who had faith- 
fully fed the sheep, and the lambs, too, com- 
mitted to his charge. And not only so, but 
everywhere throughout the Memphis Confer- 
ence, and even to the uttermost parts of the 
Connection, many mourned and will long 
mourn the departure of our brother, even while 
they know that it is better with him, and will 
be forever. Soundly converted to God in his 
youth, and truly called to the ministry of Jesus 
Christ, Smith W. Moore consecrated himself 
to the work of his Master, and spent all his 
life in the divine service. Highly gifted by 
nature as he was, his intellectual and spiritual 
qualities were enlarged, strengthened, and pol- 
ished, by culture. From the beginning to the 
end he was a student, and therefore in science 
and literature he was a scholar, both i;i attain- 
ments and habits. Though his frame was not 
stout, and his health never perfect, he did a 
great deal of work as a student; as an instruct- 
or and governor of youth, in which he excelled; 
and as an author, his best work, a text-book 
on Mental Science, has never been published. 
“Our Church in Sandburg” was well received, 
and will be read with profit and pleasure for

many years to come; and, besides, his editorial 
labors and frequent contributions to the relig- 
ious press possessed a very high degree of mer- 
it, combining fullness of knowledge and vigor 
of thought with elegance of expression, and 
displaying always the spirit of the Christian. 

But it was as a preacher of the gospel, a shep- 
herd of the flock, of the sheep and the lambs, 
he was preeminent. In him the spiritual 
was so blended with the intellectual that his 
preaching was most instructive and influential, 
whether his hearers were the intellectual but 
not spiritual, or the spiritual but not intellect- 
ual — the wise and the ignorant, saints and sin- 
ners, were blessed by'his ministry. Though he 
was not spoken of as a natural orator or an el- 
oquent man, yet with the Spirit’s influence 
upon him he became divinely eloquent and 
powerful. His preaching was always clear, 
strong, instructive, and impressive. He stud- 
ied God’s word closely in various languages, 
ancient and modern, and with many other 
books, and, above all, with much prayer; and, 
therefore, in theory as well as experience he 
understood the Scriptures, and was thoroughly 
versed in theology, discerning the truths, and 
the errors, too, of theologians; and so he 
preached from a large store of religious knowl- 
edge, and brought out treasures new and old 
with which to enrich his hearers. Moreover, 
as a pastor, not only in public, but in private 
also, in the homes of his people, and wherever 
he could approach them, in health and in sick- 
ness, in prosperity and in adversity, he minis- 
tered unto all— the old and the young, the rich 
and the poor alike, every class claiming him, 
all blessed by him. So he lived and labored, 
often in suffering, yet always in patience — not 
accomplishing the aims of his ministry by im- 
pulsive or sensational demonstrations, but by 
steady, hearty, always true, yet always kind, 
work for Christ and souls — not relying upon 
special appeals and occasions, but upon con- 
stant, minute service, omitting no details, neg- 
lecting no agencies, and bringing all under 
contribution for the success of the gospel. To 
all the collections — for missions, for the super- 
annuated, and the widow’s and orphans of 
preachers, for the poor — he gave attention; 
and he circulated the literature of the Church, 
its weekly journals as well as its books, among 
his people as zealously and successfully as any 
preacher within our knowledge. Indeed, as a 
Methodist pastor, he was a model, and the 
Master crowned his labors with signal success. 

Studious, prayerful, laborious, pure in heart, ! 

chaste in speech, consistent in life, earnest, pro- 
foundly earnest as a minister of the gospel, 
constantly purposing to honor God and to 
bless mankind, a Christian in spirit and life, 
and a Methodist by choice, catholic as well as 
evangelical — such was Smith AV. Moore. In 
other relations, in various phases of life and 
character, we might refer to our dear friend, 
our beloved brother, but we must do so in 
very few words. He always displayed very 
deep interest in the movements of the Church, 
and especially of his own denomination. Ho 
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was wise in council — in the Annual Confer- 
ence, and in the General Conference also, to 
which he was sent again and again. In him 
Christian education had an intelligent and 
strong friend, not only during the years when 
he served in this important department, but 
since, and particularly as a member of the 
Board of Trust of Vanderbilt University, a 
body which will hereafter painfully feel his 
absence. But we cannot enlarge here. Nor 
can we describe him as we would among his 
friends, and especially in his family. How 
precious are our memories of him at home! 
The noble, Christian wife, the only son, the 
liev. ^\'arne^ Moore, and the only daughter, 
Mrs. Lily Estes, with many other relations — 
they mourn him, husband, father, kinsman — 
a pattern for all, an illustration of Christianity 
in the home. This imperfect sketch of a true 
life we close with an account of Dr. Moore's 
sickness and death, furnished, at our request, 
by his son. May he represent his father in the 
ministry of Jesus Christ! "Warner writes: 

“ Father was taken sick on Sunday, August 
loth, but was not very sick until the next Sun- 
day. Then his disease assumed the form of 
dysentery. We did not regard him as danger- 
ously sick up to the 29th. About 4 p.m. on 
the 29th the doctors said he could not get well. 
At 8 P.M. I told him he was near death. He 
replied immediately: ‘I know it.’ After a 
moment he laid his hand on mine, and saids 
‘Son, has the testimony of my life been that 
Jesus Christ was the Son of God?’ I replied 
that it had been. ‘Then,’ said he, ‘the testi- 
immy of my death is that Jesus Christ is the 
Savit)ur of sinners,’ adding, after a moment, 

‘ My soul, through my Kedeemer’s care, saved 
from the second death I feel.’ During the 
forty-eight hours which remained of his life he 
spoke often, between the paroxysms of pain, of 
his hope and his complete trust in the Saviour. 
These remarks were frequently quotations 
from the Scriptures and from favorite hymns. 
It showered, and that reminded him of the 
hymn, ‘Sweet the moments, rich in blessing,’ 
with especial reference to the last couplet of 
the first stanza: 

Precious drops my soul bedewing, 

Plead and claim my peace with God. 

Again he said to me with great emphasis of 
voice: 

I say to thee, Do thou repeat 

To the first man thou mayest meet 

In lane, highway, or open street. 

That he, and we, and all men, move 

Under a canopy of love 

As broad as the blue heaven above. 

Ao-ain it was: ‘Jesus, my only hope thou art.’ 
He called me, and said: ‘There are so many 
soul-saving formulas in the gospel of Jesus 
Christ! How I could preach if I had another 
opportunity! Tell the young preachers to 
work, think, pray, trust.’ He prayed for a 
special blessing on mother, and he prayed to 
the covenant God for his children and chil- 
dren’s children. Again and again he gave us 



to understand his perfect assurance — said it 
was ‘good to live for Christ, and better to die 
in Christ.’ As the end drew near he sent his 
love to his brethren, and seemed to long for 
some of them to hear his dying testimony. 
Once, after giving some necessary commands 
about the affairs of Central Church, he called 
me back, and said, ‘Tell them how I love them.’ 

I questioned, ‘Who?’ and he replied, ‘My 
Church.’ About 7 o’clock — forty-five minutes 
before he breathed his last — he said distinctly, 
‘Glory to God in the highest!’ and then lifting 
his hand above our bowed heads, he com- 
menced, ‘And now may the peace’ — the hand * 
dropped, the loved voice was silent, and that 
word was his last. O how that benediction 
falls on my heart as I write!” 

Cli;ment C. Glover, a native of Tennes- 
see, was born November 28, 1820. His educa- 
tion, though not thorough, was superior to that 
usually received by the youth of the country, 
and possessing a vigorous intellect and great 
force of character, which was in every pursuit 
displayed by him, he entered upon manhood 
with fair prospects of worldly success,, as a 
physician, having graduated in medicine. It 
was not until he was grown that the religious 
influences which had surrounded him from the 
beginning were justified in his conversion to 
God. It^was in June, 1843, that this great 
change occurred, and he was received into the 
Church by the Rev. L. D. Mullins. Zealous 
in his Master’s service, and feeling the divine 
call to the Christian ministry, he was licensed 
to preach the gospel by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Coffeeville Circuit, Memphis Confer- 
ence, September 5, 1846, the Rev. T. L. Bos- 
well, presiding elder, signing his license. In 
the autumn of the same year he was admitted 
on trial into the Memphis Conference, and two 
years later was admitted into full connection. 
As a circuit and station preacher, and as pre- 
siding elder, he performed a great deal of hard 
work, and his labors were crowned with suc- 
cess in bringing souls to Christ, and extending 
the borders of Zion — and all his life, except 
one year (1855-56, when he was local), was 
spent in the traveling connection. Though 
not a great preacher, he so used the gifts and 
grace of God— be was so full of energy and 
zeal— that he deserved the praise of having 
done well in the years of his effective ministry, 
and no doubt the Lord, at the last, welcom^ 
the way-worn traveler with that grand plaudit, 
“"Well done.” In the year 1865 Dr. Glover 
received a wound by which he was greatly 
prostrated, and from it suffered a partial pa- 
ralvsis, which ever afterward disqualified him 
for*^work as a preacher, and hence from that 
year his name has been continued on the su- 
perannuated list. But though a great sufferer, 
he struggled manfully and nobly to the end in 
the worthy pursuit of selling good books over 
a wide scope of country. Thus he did much 
good even after he was so shattered in body, if 
not in mind, that almost any other person, if 
similarly afflicted, would have ceased from la- 
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bor and travel altogether. In 1854 Dr. Glover 
married Mrs. Elixa N. Sliaw, nie INIalone, of 
Fayette County, Tenn., and to them were born 
children. Two survive — a son and daughter — 
while now the parents both, after much afflic- 
tion, have entered into rest. In the days of the 
family’.s prosperity, when fortune smiled and 
gave largest blessings, their home w'as the seat 
of generous and elegant hospitality; and few 
men in the country were more liberal than Dr. 
Glover to the various causes of the Church, to 
the poor, and to his friends. But changes 
came with and after the war — sad reverses, 
under which our brother struggled to the end. 
A man of many virtues and few faults the 
most of which his friends traced to the effects 
of the hurt suffered in 1865, after which his 
kindly nature became morbidly sensitive, we 
loved him and mourn him, even while we re- 
joice that his troubles are all over, and he is 
at home now and forever. He died somewhat 
unexpectedly, after a brief illness, amongbreth- 
ren who, though strangers, kindly cared for 
him, in Austin, Texas, December 15, 1879. 

Lorenzo Dow Mullins was born April 6, 
1809, in Bedford County, Tenn., and was re- 
ceived on trial in the Tennessee Conference in 
1830, and was in due time admitted into full 
Connection, and ordained deacon, and in due 
course was ordained an elder. He married. 
May 20, 1835, Miss Martha Ann McGehee. 
He was fortunate in getting a wife well fitted 
in mind and heart for her responsible position 
as the wife of an itinerant Methodist preacher. 
Under her wise and prudent management of 
domestic affairs, they always had a pleasant 
home, abounding in plenty and in hospitality. 
For over forty years they lived happily to- 
gether, and reared and educated an interest- 
ing family of children, all of whom are now 
grown, happily married, and all useful mem- 
bers of the Church. For fifty years this man 
of God was an itinerant Methodist preacher, 
ever doing etficient and faithful work in the 
various fields of labor to which he was as- 
signed. Though he never aspired to be a 
great orator, yet there was a strength and 
pathos in his preaching, the eloquence of 
sound doctrine, and earnest religious fervor, 
that made his ministry eminently successful 
in the great work to which his Master had 
called him. His various fields of labor are 
too numerous to be named in their order here. 
His life-work extended over a broad field, 
from the Cumberland Mountains, through 
Tennessee, North Alabama, and North Mis- 
sissippi, to the Mississippi Biver. Whether 
on the rugged mountain circuit, or in the more 
level and wealthy region, in the station or on 
the district, he always magnified his office, and 
the Lord honored his work, and all the people 
loved and respected him. While he was ever 
ready to rebuke sin in any form, and zealous 
to maintain the purity of the Church, his heart 
was full of charity and kindness toward his 
fellow-men; hence he was a successful admin- 
istrator of di'ciplinc, and by counsel and kind- 



ness saved many an erring one from death. 
Brother Mullins, though comparatively a small 
man, had a great deal of vital energy, and a 
frame of wonderful elasticity, and the power 
of enduring heavy labor, and he used those 
powers in accomplishing an amount of work 
under which a much stronger-looking man 
would break down. Many powerful revivals 
occurred under his ministry — too many to 
name in this brief sketch— but we will record 
one in this memoir. When L. D. Mullins was 
a young man, he was on “Roaring River Cir- 
cuit,” which was the dread of the preachers of 
the Tennessee Conference. It extended from 
the Caney Fork River, in Smith County, up 
the Cumberland River through Jackson and 
Overton Counties, up among the spurs of the 
Cumberland Mountains. Reports came fre- 
quently about the mighty work which the lit- 
tle preacher was doing among those hills. At 
the close of the year he had added about eight 
hundred members to the Church, besides a 
large number of the converts had joined other 
Churches. The greatest revival ever had in 
Holly Springs, Miss., was under his ministry, 
when stationed there many years ago. His 
name has been embalmed in the mernor}' of 
hundreds in Memphis, Tenn. Verily, many, 
many stars will rise up in eternity fi'om over 
these broad lands to sparkle in his crown for- 
ever. But his “ three-score years and ten ” 
were finished, and one year more of pain and 
feebleness was added, when he was summoned 
to lay down his armor, and cross the river to 
the beautiful home beyond. Through all the 
long months of his last illness he was patient 
and full of faith in the gospel he had preached 
so faithfully to others. In his last hours he 
spoke words of comfort to his children and 
fond friends around him. Thus calmly, on 
July 12, 1880, this good and faithful man 
pa«sed away, realizing doubtless that “when 
the death -knell sounds, a chariot is at the 
door.”

Andrew Day was born in Gibson County, 
Ind., July 22, 1816. When about grown he 
came to Madison ville, Madison County, Miss., 
where he found employment, and obtained 
board in a Methodist family by the name of 
Hubert. He soon became an earnest seeker of 
salvation from sin, and was brought to the as- 
surance of his acceptance in Christ while alone 
praying in secret. He promptly made an o)>fn 
confession of what the Lord had done for him, 
and soon became an active, zealous young 
Christian. This was in 1836. His great love 
for others, and his longing desire to see sinners 
brought to Christ, soon grew into a conviction 
that it was his duty to prepare for the work of 
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the ministry. He made known his convictions 
to his presiding elder, who, seeing that his lit- 
erary attainments were very limited, put him 
on a course of reading, and encouraged him to 
exercise his talents in the social meetings of 
the Church. Early in 1838 he became earnest- 
ly interested on the subject of obtaining “a 
heart in every thought renewed, and full of 
love divine,” and after earnestly seeking com- 
plete salvation from all sin, and to become filled 
with all the fullness of God, he was enabled to 
believe and enter upon the enjoyment of per- 
fect love. The enjoyment of this great addi- 
tional blessing, with some short seasons of in- 
terruption, he maintained to the end of his life, 
and to this fact we may attribute much of his 
success as a minister. He was first licensed 
to exhort, then to preach, and in 1838 was 
admitted on trial into the Mississippi Confer- 
ence. His education being ver 3 >^ limited, he 
had a remarkably hard struggle to compass 
the required four years’ course of study, but he 
was in the habit of going on his knees with his 
book in his hand, and pra 5 Miig to God to enable 
him to study to show himself approved. He 
was successful, especially so far as ability to 
preach the cardinal doctrines of Christianity 
successfully was concerned. During the forty- 
two years of his itinerant ministry, his connec- 
tion with the Conference was unbroken. He 
traveled many of our largest circuits, and 
the only^ limit to his labors was the want of 
strength and opportunit}" to go farther. He 
was ever intent on saving souls from every 
class of societj', from childhood to old age, and 
he was often favored with extraordinary suc- 
cess. For his order of talents, he possessed 
great pulpit powers, which often caused his 
auditors to manifest outwardly the deep feel- 
ings of the heart. Once, while preaching at a 
camp-meeting from the text, “Have faith in 
God,” such a divine power fell on the congre- 
gation that manjr were prostrated to the earth. 
He was one of the most faithful ministers in 
talking to all within his reach on the subject 
of personal salvation the writer ever knew. 
But while his labors in the itinerancy were 
apparently up to the full measure of his 
strength, by industrj’ and frugalit}’^ in his sec- 
ular atfairs, aided by his excellent wife, he ac- 
quired a competent estate, and was in a pros- 
perous condition until the disasters of the late 
war. He seemed to take every thing, great 
and small, in prayer to God, and the answers 
he received were often extraordinary. On ac- 
count of his advanced age and increasing in- 
firmities, at our last Conference he was de- 
clared to be superannuated; but he continued 
to preach, as opportunity offered, to the last. 
He felt that his end was near, and said to his 
son, a few days before his death: “I feel that 
mj’ end is near, but the way to rny heavenly 
home is bright and clear.” He died in Lex- 
ington, Miss., at the residence of his son. May 
8, 1880. The summons was sudden, but he 
was ready, and as he passed into the valley a 
smile of holy triumph glowed on his dj’ing 
face, while, with raised hands and eyes, he ex- 



claimed, “Lookl look!” What did he see? 
A convoy of angels, or an additional smile 
from Jesus as he dropped into eternity? Good 
and holy men live in their posterity after the\' 
are separated from us by death. Brother Day 
was twice married, and leaves a widow, anil 
two sons, and two daughters. One of his sons 
is a Methodist preacher, which was a source of 
unspeakable pleasure to his venerable father in 
his declining years. May he ever pattern after 
his holy life and zeal in preaching the gospel!

Henry P. Turner was born in North 
Hampton County, Va., February 3, 1814, and 
died of paralysis, in Madison County,. Ala., 
M4rch 1, 1880. He was converted when quite 
young, and licensed to preach at the age of 
twenty-two, and joined the Tennessee Confer- 
ence. His first appointment was junior preach- 
er on the Madison Circuit. In 1837 he was 
sent to the Limestone Circuit, and in the lat- 
ter part of 1838 was married to Miss L. H. 
Harris, of Madison Count}’. In 1846 his wife 
died, and in 1848 he was again married to ISIiss 
Lucy T. Powell, who survives him. Brother 
Turner’s life was one of deep devotion to the 
Church. His convictions of duty were strong 
and clear, and his energies untiring in follow- 
ing them out. He knew and loved the doc- 
trine and discipline of our Church. His ser- 
mons were both doctrinal and practical, to the 
point, clear, and forcible. The Bible was his 
principal text -book, and he studied it well. 
He studied our Discipline closely. He vis- 
ited his closet daily, with the regularity and 
earnestness of a devoted Christian. He was 
punctual and exact in meeting his business 
obligations; he was generous, liberal, and 
charitable, in the use of his means. The 
poor always found in him a friend; tho suf- 
fering, the bereaved, and distressed, a ready 
sympathizer. For many years, in conse- 
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quence of bodily affliction, he was supernu- 
merary, during which time he labored to the 
best of his ability. His labors since 1858, 
when he became effective, were on Elkton, 
Limestone, Madison, and Elkmont Circuits, 
and Scottsboro District. Nearly three years 
since he was stricken with paralysis, after 
which he was unable to perform ministerial 
duties, but from then to the day of his death 
he devoted his time, with characteristic energy, 
to the distribution of good books, visiting the 
sick and sorrowing, pouring the oil of consola- 
tion into troubled hearts. The day before his 
death he expressed a willingness to bow in 
humble submission to the will of Providence. 
He wished the Master to do with him as he 
saw best. He was ready to go or stay, to do 
or suffer, as it pleased him to direct. In 
JIarch, 1880, he was stricken with paralysis, 
which caused his death. Thus closed a life 
of personal piety, zeal, and devotion to the 
Church. 

B. F. Larrabee died in the city of Albany, 
N. Y., at the residence of his brother, October 
27, 1880. He was fifty-four years of age. He 
was born in the North, and educated at Wes- 
leyan University, Middletown, Conn. He came 
South in 1851, to perform the work of educator 
in the Centenary Female College, at Summer- 
field, Ala. Here he taught with marked suc- 
cess for several years, after which he removed 
to Columbus, Miss., at which place he taught 
a flourishing school of young ladies till the 
breaking out of the war. In January, 1860, 
he graduated forty young ladies in one class, 
and claimed to have the largest patronage in 
the South. After the war he removed to Tus- 
kaloosa, Ala., and took charge of the Tuska- 
lousa Female College, under the control of the 
North Alabama Conference. Owing to finan- 
cial embarrassment, growing out of the war, 
the college failed, and Brother Larrabee en- 
tered the regular pastoral work in the bounds 
of our Conference, and for three years in suc- 
cession was appointed to La Fayette Station. 
In the winter of 1879 he was appointed to 
Florence Station, upon which work he entered 
with flattering prospects. But soon his health 
began to fail. The most skillful medical aid 
was secured. His affectionate wife, devoted 
ister, and solicitous charge, awaited prayer- 
fully the issue; but the disease defied the skill 
of physicians, and the patient nursing of fami- 
ly and friends. Subsequently there was some 
improvement, and he visited his brother, who 
resides in Albany, N. Y., hoping that the 
bracing atmosphere of that climate might re- 
store him. Soon disease of the heart took hold 
upon him with unrelenting grasp; his aspira- 
tion for worldly activities subsided; the pa- 
antry of the world passed in review before 
'll. When devout friends visited him, and 
wc;e asked to pray with him, he charged 
pii: “In praying for my recovery, pray, 
Illy will be done.’” His sufferings were in- 
t'-iiM- and prolonged, but he endured as seeing 
Hi n who is invi.sible. He passed away from 



earth as a summer cloud. Brother Larrabee 
possessed superior classical attainments, and 
his mind was richly stored with general infor- 
mation. As an educator, he attained a very 
high rank, and did his work conscientiously 
and faithfully. Hundreds of young ladies in 
Mississippi and Alabama have received the 
training of their minds from him. That it 
WHS well done, their social position and per- 
sonal influence abundantly attest. As a friend, 
he was sincere, amiable, and true. He was a 
man of .earnest piety and indomitable energy. 
Purity of motive, accompanied with pcrsi.stent 
effort, constituted the salient points of his 
character. Those who were the most intimate- 
ly associated with him cherished for him the 
highest appreciation. Brother Larrabee was 
licensed to preach in 1855. He labored as a 
local minister until he was admitted into the 
North Alabama Conference, held at Gadsden, 
in 1870. The transition from the halls of ed- 
ucation to the pastorate is indeed striking, but 
he readily and successfully adapted himself to 
this new relation. As a preacher, he was more 
profound than eloquent, argumentative than 
persuasive; yet his soul often expanded and 
grew warm under the fervor of the truth he 
proclaimed — then he was both persuasive and 
eloquent. He grew rapidly in social and re- 
ligious favor among his brethren, and prom- 
ised much to the Church. His last hours were 
crowned with great peace and spiritual tri- 
umph. For several days and nights prior to 
his departure he called upon his grieved wife, 
and those who were present, to sing for him. 
Amid tears she sung for him those pieces for 
which he so frequently called, and he invari- 
ably joined in the songs.

Ira T. Wyche was born in Brunswick 
County, Ya., in the year 1816, and died at La 
Grange, N. C., in October, 1880. His parents, 
Janies and Amelia Wyche, were both mem- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
they trained up their children in the fear of 
God. They removed to North Carolina, and set- 
tled in Granville County, where they brought 
up a numerous family of children. The relig- 
ious training of Ira T. Wyche led him, in early 
life, to join the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
He was blessed with the advantages of a lib- 
eral education, and, while young, his mind was 
deeply impressed that it was his duty to preach

the gospel. At the age of twenty-one years he 
entered the traveling connection of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and was received into 
the North Carolina ConfereJice, on probation, 
at its first session, which was held in the town 
of Greensboro, N. C., in the year 1838. He 
stood his annual examination four years with 
credit to himself, and became a full member of 
the Conference. Brother Wyche was accept- 
able and useful in his various fields of labor as 
a pastor, and also as a minister of the gospel; 
he had many seals to his ministr}\ He trav- 
eled circuits, filled stations, was presiding elder 
for several years, and was at one time Agent 
fur the American Bible Society; he was also 
Secretary of the Conference for several years, 
and in all these relations he was acceptable 
and useful. He was literally a man of one 
work, and that work was to do good and to 
save souls. At a suitable age he was happily 
married to Miss Martha Pierce, of Halifax 
County, N. C., an amiable, Christian lady. 
After the year 1850 he filled the following 
appointments, viz.: New Berne Station, one 
j'ear; Person Circuit, two years; Rockingham 
Circuit, one year; presiding elder on the New 
Berne District, four years; on the Washing- 
ton District, four years; on the Salisbury Dis- 
trict, four years; Henderson Circuit, two years; 
Forsyth Circuit, one year; Bible Agent, two 
years; Roanoke Circuit, two years; Robeson 
Circuit, two years; and Albemarle Circuit, 
two years. At the North Carolina Confer- 
ence, held last year in the town of Wilson, N. 
C., he was appointed to La Grange Circuit. 
On this charge he labored in feeble health 
until the month of October, when his trials 
on earth were suddenly ended by death. He 
retired to bed in usual health, and on retiring 
remarked to his wife that he would have a 
comfortable night’s rest; but he was found 
dead the next morning, having slept the sleep 
of death. Thus passed away from the toils of 
earth to the joys of heaven a good and holy 
man. He was a faithful pastor, a good preach- 
er, and an able expounder of the Holy Script- 
ures. He went in and out before his brethren 
(tf the North Carolina Conference for the space 
of forty-three years — his character was un- 
blemished. He leaves a bereaved widow and 
children, and his brethren of the Conference, 
to mourn their loss. 

William D. Lee was born in Union Coun- 
ty, S. C., November 17, 1833; joined the M. E. 
Church, South, in 1851; obtained religion 1854; 
was licensed to preach in 18G4, and joined the 
South Carolina Conference at Cheraw in 1869; 
was transferred to the North Carolina Confer- 
ence in 1870, in which he remained a faithful, 
earnest, and useful minister of Jesus Christ 
till his death, which occurred in Shelby, N. C., 
September 20, 1880. In 1870 he was appointed 
to Lincolnton Circuit; 1871-72, Rutberfordton ; 
1873-76, Pineville; 1877 he was supernumer- 
ary; in 1878 he was appointed to Concord 
Circuit; 1879 to Shelby and King’s Mountain, 
where he labored faithfully till about the 1st 



of September, when he was taken sick, from 
which he lingered about two weeks, and passed 
over the river tf) join the ransomed gone be- 
fore. His reason, at times, was entirely de- 
throned for several days previous to his death; 
yet in his lucid moments he gave unmistakable 
evidence of his strong faith in God — would get 
happy, and shout God’s praises. In the fam- 
ily, he was firm and affectionate; in the social 
circle, genial and pleasant; in the pulpit, faith- 
ful and efficient; in all the relations of life he 
was possessed of the deepest humility. He 
had a poor opinion of himself, yet he was a 
great man. In fact. Dr. Lee was no ordinary 
man, for he was full of power and the Holy 
Ghost; an excellent preacher, his preparatioiis 
for the pulpit were thorough. His heart was 
in the work. Like the great apostle, he glo- 
ried in nothing save in the eross of our Lord 
.Jesus Christ. He had a desire to go fresh 
from the field of conflict to glory when his 
earthly pilgrimage ended, and so he did. Only 
two weeks before bis death he preached his last 
sermon at King’s Mountain, and while pro- 
claiming the truth of the gospel from his fa- 
vorite text, “ For to me to live is Christ, and to 
die is gain,” he became very happy, and ap- 
peared to stand just between two w'orlds, with 
his face lit up with a heavenly smile, as if to 
say, like Paul, “I am in a strait betwixt two, 
having a desire to depart and be with Christ.” 
No doubt then he realized more than a mere 
foretaste of heavenly joys, as he was standing 
so near the pearly gates of the eternal city. 

IsHAM H. Hill, son of the Rev. Micajah 
Hill, was born in Randolph County, N. C., in 
the year 1823, and joined the North Carolina 
Conference at Raleigh in 1853. He filled the 
following appointments, to wit: Montgomery, 
Straits, Portsmouth, Ocraeoke and Hatteras, 
Neuse, Trent, Beaufort Station, Swift Creek 
Mission, Mattamuskeet, Topsail, IT wharrie, and 
Franklinville, when he was returned to Mat- 
tamuskeet. While on this circuit his health 
failed, and at the ensuing Annual Conference 
he was placed on the supernumerary list. For 
a number of years he sustained this relation to 
the Conference, but his health growing worse, 
be was superannuated by the Conference at its 
session in Salisbury, N. C., in the year 1877. 
Brother Hill was happily married to Miss Eu- 
genia Wahab, of Hyde County, in 1859, who, 
with a married daughter, survives him. He 
was a good man, and most appreciated by those 
who Imew him best. He closed a life of use- 
fulness and suffering on May 7, 1880, at his 
home near Sladesville, N. C. He displayed 
very great patience and resignation during his 
last illness, and died confidently assuring his 
friends of his readiness, through grace, for the 
home of the blest in heaven.

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continued at his own request. He was again 
admitted on trial at the Atlanta Conference, 
in 1854. The list of appointments since that 
date show that twenty-five years of itinerant 
ministerial work were given to missions, cir- 
cuits, stations, and districts, extending from 
the Atlantic Ocean, on the south-east, to the 
Tennessee and North Carolina line, on the 
north. His work was well and faithfully 
done, and the demand for his services showed 
how the people loved him. His warm, sym- 
pathetic heart made him an acceptable coun- 
selor in times of trouble, and a bright and 
cheerful companion in days of sunshine. He 
was peculiarly fitted for pulpit labor. His 
mind was bright and active, readily bringing 
out such things as he wished from the store of 
knowledge which he had gathered. Some- 
times his intellectual action was abnormal, 
transporting him hejmnd himself. This was 
true of the last sermon he delivered. His 
preaching was usually very interesting, and 
at times quite eloquent. God honored his min- 
istry in the conversion of many souls. In the 
domestic circle he was an affectionate husband 
of a devoted wife. She and his children were 
borne continually in his heart. Among his 
brethren of the Conference he was much be- 
loved. His love for them was warm and en- 
during, and they were bound to him as with 
“hooks of steel.” We had heard with sorrow 
of his feeble health last year, but when he ap- 
peared at our last Conference, in Augusta, 
we rejoiced to see his apparent improvement. 
Bright and cheerful, he seemed prepared for 
regular work. Our hopes looked forward to 
many days of usefulness for him. Only ten 
days passed after Conference, and we were 
startled by the tidings of his sad death, by his 
own hand, in Atlanta. So well was he known 
as a man of God, so holy had been his life, 
that we doubted not it would be seen he was 
not responsible at the time of his death. This 
opinion has been confirmed by a public knowl- 
edge of facts, some of which had been pre- 
viously known only by his intimate friends. 
Now we know that much of his life had been 
a struggle to bear up under disease. Possibly, 
all the lime he had been a dyspeptic. Twenty 
years ago bis delicate organism was so shat- 
tered that he would sink into such melancholy 
that his most intimate friends were anxious as 
to the result. Even he had an apprehension 
of falling dead in the street. This mental de- 
pression was apt to follow a day of extra pul- 
pit effort. Later in life his health was farther 
undermined by a spinal affection, involving 
serious cerebral trouble. The evidence accu- 
mulates, showing that in the summer of last 
year his co-laborers in the ministry saw that 
with failing health his vigorous intellect was 
becoming obscured, and they feared a total 
eclipse before the end of the year — a fear so 
sadly realized. He often complained of a 
burning pain from the front to the rear of his 
brain. Late in the fall he rallied. In this 
condition he met us in Augusta; but just after 
Conference the light of the taper which had 



flickered up so briefly went down in darkness. 
He sank into a deep mental depression, from 
which he never recovered. A morbid impres- 
sion possessed him that he was under the press- 
ure of some irresistible fatality which would 
crush him. On his way to his family in Gaines- 
ville he tarried for a few days in Atlanta to 
look after some matters of business. In the 
hospitable home of a member of this Confer- 
ence all that Christian love could suggest to 
afford him relief was gladly done. The last 
night of his sojourning there he would neither 
sit nor lie down; almost the whole night was 
spent in walking the floor of his room, and no 
intelligent expression could be obtained from 
him. As day approached a short rest seemed 
to revive him. At family worship, conducted 
by him, the lesson -was well chosen, and the 
prayer very fervent. Later in the day his 
kind host went with him into the city to make 
arrangements for his going home. They re- 
mained together until an hour before the start- 
ing of the Gainesville train, when business re- 
quired a separation. In parting, our deceased 
brother promised to return to the residence if 
any circumstance should prevent his journey. 
Up to this time he had no difficulty in finding 
his way anywhere in the city. That was the 
last time he was seen by any of his brethren, 
until two days afterward, when bis pure spirit 
had departed from this world. They supposed 
he was safely enjoying the communion of his 
household, and never thought he was wander- 
ing through the city, not knowing whither he 
went. Others saw his restless walking, and 
heard his incoherent utterances, but they were 
strangers to him; they saw only the confused 
ruin, but knew nothing of the symmetry of 
the mental temple which bad fallen. No one 
can know how dark was the eclipse of that 
bright mind; how deep the valley of imagin- 
ary sorrow through which he wandered alone; 
how fearful the contest with intangible foes 
through those two dreadful nights and days 
of darkness. It is enough for us to know that 
while reason retained its supremacy he was 
clinging to the cross of Christ, and we no more 
doubt his acceptance than if be had died shout- 
ing the praises of the Lord. "VVe have spoken 
of the unction resting on his last sermon — 
text, 2 Cor. vi. 17, 18 — on the privilege and 
triumph of believers. It was a blessed dis- 
course, full of the Holy Spirit’s presence. His 
heart was happy, and his face radiant with 
heavenly light. The audience was thrilled, 
and heaven seemed very near, as his heart-felt 
triumph was voiced in the apostrophe, “O 
blood- washed throng, we come! we come!” 

Morgan Bellah was born in Oglethorpe 
County, Ga., November 24, 1799. He was 
married to bis wife, Elvah Price, in Morgan 
County, Ga., June 6, 1819. He was converted 
in early manhood, and soon after joining the 
Church was licensed to exhort.

He loved the Church, her doctrines John WEaLEY Yarbrough was born in 
and discipline. He was strongly conservative. South Carolina, May 20, 1813. When a child 
having no relish for mere novelties, but was his parents moved to Habersham County, Ga. 
Wisely appreciative of zeal and true progress. . He professed religion and joined the Method- 
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ist Episcopal Church in 1832. In 1833 he 
was licenced to exhort, and was admitted on 
trial into the Georgia Conference in 1834. 
He was ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew 
in 1836, and ordained elder by Bishop Mor- 
ris in 1838. On December 1, 1836, he was 
married to Miss Amanda Lane, who proved a 
helper indeed, sharing with him the labors and 
privations of a long, laborious, and useful itin- 
erant preacher’s life. She still lives, and so 
lives as to warrant her expectation, erelong, 
of sharing her sainted husband’s rewards. The 
following long list of appointments will ex- 
hibit the fields of Brother Yarbrough’s labors: 
Irwin Mission in 1834, St. Mary’s Circuit in 
1835, Carrollton Circuit in 1836, Gadsden Cir- 
cuit (Florida) in 1837, Leon Circuit (Florida) 
in 1838, Cassville Circuit (Georgia) in 1839, 
Marietta Circuit in 1840, McDonough Circuit 
in 1841-42, Newnan Circuit in 184^44, New- 
nansville District (Florida), as presiding elder, 
in 1845-46, Coweta Mission (Georgia) in 1847, 
Decatur Circuit in 1848-49, Greenville Circuit 
in 1850-51, Greensboro Circuit in 1852-53, 
Waynesboro Circuit in 1854, McDonough and 
Jackson Circuit in 1855, Newton Circuit in 
1856-57, Lawrenceville Circuit in 1858, pre- 
siding elder on the Home District in 1859, pre- 
siding elder on the Atlanta District in 1860-63, 
Covington and Oxford in 1864-65, Covington 
and Oxford Colored Charge in 1866. He with- 
drew from the M. E. Church, South, January 
27, 1807, and joined the M. E. Church, Febru- 
ary 1, 1867, and was appointed presiding elder 
upon the Oxford District for 1867-68; presid- 
ing elder upon the Atlanta District in 1869-72. 
During these six years’ connection with the M. 
E. Church he was useful, particularly so to the 
colored people. A large crowd of weeping ne- 
groes thronged the galleries of the church at 
Oxford on the occasion of his funeral, attest- 
ing by their presence and tears their confi- 
dence in him and their love for him. He with- 
drew from the M. E. Church, and was received 
by the North Georgia Conference of the M. E. 
Church, South, in December, 1872, and was 
appointed to the Atlanta Circuit for 1873, 
Morgan Circuit in 1874, Newton Circuit in 
1875, McDonough Circuit in 1876-77, Newton 
Circuit in 1878. He was superannuated in 
December, 1878, but was employed by his pre- 
siding elder as a.ssistant preacher on the Ox- 
ford Circuit in 1879, His last sermon was 
preached in the college chapel in Oxford, in 
June, 1879. From the above record it will be 
seen that he was an effective itinerant preacher 
forty-five years — forty-one years in Georgia, 
and four years in Florida. He died December 
16, 1879, Brother Yarbrough was highly en- 
dowed by nature. He was of Irish descent, 
and inherited the best characteristics of his 
race. He was witty, generous, warm-hearted, 
humorous, and impulsive. There was a spici- 
ness about him that was exceedingly rare and 
entertaining. He was denied eacly educational 
advantages, but was a life-long student of the 
best authors. He read bis Bible through con- 
secutively forty-six times, and was thoroughly 



imbued with its truths and imagery. His fa- 
ther was a devout Quaker, who transmitted to 
the son some of his own religious proclivities. 
He was an eminently spiritually-minded man. 
As a preacher, he was ever active and pro- 
gressive. There was great naturalness and 
originality in his style of preaching. He was 
by nature an orator. When under the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Ghost, he had wonderful 
power to move the multitudes. Some of his 
camp-meeting sermons were models of pulpit 
eloquence. His success as a preacher of the 
gospel was especially marked during the first 
thirty years of his itinerancy. Thousands are 
supposed to have been converted under his 
ministry. For several years he was troubled 
with a sore on his face, that developed finally 
into a malignant cancer. At first he revolted 
at the idea of being eaten up slowly by a can- 
cer. For awhile he was greatly troubled and 
sorely tempted. He sought and obtained tbe 
grace of resignation. He was made by divine 
grace as willing to die by a cancer as any other 
disease. A member of his family writes that 
“he did much good when he could no longer 
talk. The grace manifested in him had a 
blessed overflow for us all. He was made bet- 
ter by his sufferings; so were his family.” To 
the last his heart burned with zeal in his life- 
long vocation. A few days before he died he 
shed tears of joy when he spoke of God’s hon- 
oring his family by calling three of his sons 
and two of his sons-in-law into the ministry. 
He was rational to the last moment. Not a 
doubt or fear disturbed him. He watched for 
death with joj’ful expectancy. When the final 
hour came, grace triumphed gloriously through 
faith, and so an entrance was ministered unto 
him abundantly into the everlasting kingdom 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.

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panion, drinking alike of his joys and sorrows. 
In the last moment, and when he realized that 
his end had come, he said to her, in reference 
to their precious children, “ Bring these, our 
little olive-plants, on, rny dear.” Kneeling at 
his bedside, the grief-stricken wife pressed the 
cold, dying hand to her cheek, and said, “ He 
is going down, down in the dark valley;” but 
he quickly caught her words, and said, “No; 
O no, not down, dear, but up, up! ” The shad- 
ows of that dark valley were lighted with 
faith, hope, and love; yes, lighted by lamps 
reflecting from his past life. He loved the 
songs of Jesus, and friends, anxious to add any 
comfort to the dying pilgrim, sung one of those 
songs for him, while he now and then essayed 
in gratitude to join them in those parts he most 
loved. After sleeping a few minutes, on awak- 
ing, ho asked, “Has Conference adjourned?” 
His mind still dwelt on his loved employ, and 
with those among his last words his pure spirit 
took its flight to the heaven of God, there to 
join that glorious conference which will never 
adjourn, but ever continue in one unceasing 
anthem of praise to the Redeemer. The Church 
has lost a minister whose place none can fill, 
the world a friend who held up to it a dying 
Jesus and a risen Saviour as its only hope. 

Anthony Thomas Scruggs was born in 
Williamson County, Tenn., July 18, 1815. He 
professed faith in Christ at Farris’s Camp- 
ground, Cypress Circuit, Tennessee Confer- 
ence, August, 1828. He was licensed to preach 
August, 1833, and in November of the same 
year received on trial into the Tennessee Con- 
ference, and appointed junior preacher on 
Madison Circuit, the Rev. J. B. McFerrin, 
presiding elder. In 1834 he was appointed 
junior preacher to Lawrence Circuit. In 1835 
he was ordained deacon by Bishop Soule, at 
Florence, Ala., and appointed junior preacher 
on Cypress Circuit. In 1836 he was stationed 
at Franklin, Tenn. He was ordained elder by 
Bishop Andrew, in 1837, and stationed at Leb- 
anon, Tenn. In 1838 he was stationed at Pu- 
laski, and in 1839 at Murfreesboro, Tenn. In 
1840 he was appointed to Florence Circuit. 
In 1841 he was transferred to the Memphis 
Conference, and stationed in Memphis. In 
1842 he was stationed in Holly Springs, Miss., 
and in 1843 he was appointed Agent of the 
American Bible Society. In 1844 he was re- 
turned to Holly Springs. In 1845, believing 
that his interest and the interests of his family 
demanded location, he retired from the minis- 
try, and engaged in the practice of medicine. 
His location was always a source of regret, and 
he spoke of it on his dying-bed as the one great 
error of his life. In 1870 he was readmitted 
into the traveling ministry, transferred to the 
St. Louis Conference, and stationed at St. 
Paul’s Church, in the city of St. Louis. He 
^as returned the next year to the same ap- 
pointment. In 1872-73 he was appointed pre- 
siding elder on the Iron Moiintain District, 
and the two years following he was presiding 
elder on the St. Louis District. In 1876 he 
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was transferred to the Memphis Conference, 
and stationed at Covington, Tenn. In 1877 
he was stationed at Paris, Tenn. In 1878 he 
was transferred to the North Mississippi Con- 
ference, and stationed at Grenada. In 1879 he 
was stationed at Winona and Vaiden, his last 
appointment. In the early part of the present 
year he was constrained to resign his pastoral 
charge on account of failing health. In the 
latter part of the spring, or early summer, he 
went to Hot Springs, Ark., in the hope that 
by rest and the use of those healing waters he 
would soon be restored to health and to capac- 
ity for working in the Master’s vineyard. The 
tribute of Dr. A. R. Winfield, pastor at Hot 
Springs, is so appropriate, and epitomizes so 
well the charapter, the last sickness, and tri- 
umphant death, of our glorified brother, that 
we may be permitted to introduce, with but 
little alteration, the language of this tribute, 
in part, into this memoir: “Dr. A. T. Scruggs 
was a first-class man in every relation of life. 

Of Une physu/ue, he would impress the beholder 
on first sight. Highly intellectual and cult- 
ured, he would draw men and fasten them to 
him with hooks of steel. He read and studied 
our standards, and could use them to the best 
advantage. He was well-versed in the theol- 
ogy of our Church, and his mind was stored 
with useful knowledge. He ever thought and 
studied with a view to fit himself for his life- 
work, and hence he was a master workman. 

His mind was of the analytical type, and his 
whole manner was one of earnestness, ever 
aiming at success. He struggled long and hard 
against disease. He was hopeful and cheerful 
in the midst of his afilictions, and prayed to be 
permitted to return to his life-work. Alas! his 
work was done ere we knew it. But he was 
as ready to die as to work. In life, he was 
usually calm; in death, he was triumphant 
and exultant. His death was the ascension of 
a conquering hero. He went oflf on the char- 
iot with this ringing paean of praise: ‘Glory 
be to the Father, and to the Son, and to the 
Holy Ghost! as it was in the beginning, is now, 
and ever shall be.’ On Friday, at 1 o’clock 
P.M., July 23, 1880, Dr. A. T. Scruggs, with- 
out a doubt or a fear, entered the last river, 
and passed over to the Christian’s home. May 
we all meet him in heaven!”

A. C. Allkn, son of Robert and Esther Al- 
len. was born in Iredale County, N. C., March 
18, 1818. He joined the Methodist Church in 
early life; was educated at, and received the 
degree of A.M. from, Emory and Henry Col- 
lege, and in after-years received the degree of 
D.D. from the same institution. He joined 
the North Carolina Conference in 1842; was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Soule in 1844; 
elder by Bishop Capers in 1846; served some 
of the best appointments in the North Caro- 
lina Conference while a member of that body. 
In 1846 he was most happily married to Miss 
Mary A. Tucker, who survives him. In 1852 
he located, and came to Mississippi. At once 
he was offered, and accepted, the presidency 
of a female college at Okolona, serving in the 
capacity of an educator till the breaking out 
of the late war, when he went as a chaplain to 
the Confederate army. In 1864 he joined the 
Memphis Conference, and in 1867 was ap- 
pointed to the presiding-eldership of the Ab- 
erdeen District, which he served for four years. 
In 1870 he was a delegate to the General Con- 
ference, in which he was the leading spirit in 
the formation of what is now known as the 
North Mississippi Conference. In 1870 he 
was made presidtng elder of the Macon Dis- 
trict, in the North Mississippi Conference, in 
which capacity he served four years, serving 
a.s a delegate from that Conference to the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1874. In the \vinter of that 
year he was transferred to the North Texas 
Conference, and stationed at Lamar -street 
Church, Dallas. In 1876 he served the Rock- 
wall Circuit. In 1877-78 he was president of 
a college in the city of Dallas. In 1879 he was 
pastor of our Church in Paris, Texas. At the 
close of that year he was unable to take work. 
After Conference he went to the home of his 
son, the Rev. J. R. Allen, who was stationed 
at Fort Worth. His health continued to de- 
cline till the 17th of January, 1880, when, at 
7:30 P.M., he quietly fell asleep. For some 
weeks before his death he felt that the time of 
his departure was close at hand, often talking 
to his family and friends of the glorious future 
which awaited him. A short while before his 
death, closing his eyes, he repeated, “In my 
Father’s house are many mansions; ” and then 
said, “ Come, Lord Jesus, come quickly.” His 
remains sleep in the cemetery at Terrell, Texas. 

Ezekiel Couch was born in Pendleton Dis- 
trict, S. C., November 1, 1805. He was the 
son of James and Mary Couch, both of whom 
were members of the Primitive Baptist Church. 



His paternal ancestors were of German, and 
his maternal of Irish and Welsh, descent. He 
professed religion in July, 1824, having joined 
the Methodist Church on probation, as a seeker 
of religion, the year before. He was appointed 
steward, and also class-leader, in 1832. He was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Shoal Creek Circuit, Tennessee An- 
nual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at Lawrenceburg, July 3, 1836. He 
was elected deacon at the first .session of the 
Memphis Annual Conference, at Jackson, 
Tenn., in the fall of 1840, and ordained and 
received into the traveling connection at the 
ensuing session. This year he was appointed 
to the Yalabusha Circuit, where he labored 
with great success, receiving about four hun- 
dred into the Church. In 1843 he continued 
on the same circuit, and received ninety mem- 
bers. He was ordained elder, November 5, 
1843. In 1844 he traveled the Denmark Cir- 
cuit; in 1845, the Wesley African Mi.ssion; in 
1846, the Hernando Mission; in 1847, the 
Houston Circuit. At the close of the third 
quarter of this year he was transferred by Bish- 
op Paine to the Indian Mission Conference, 
and appointed to the Chickasaw Circuit, and 
he was continued on this charge for seven 
years. During the years 1855-57, inclusive, 
he was Superintendent of the Col bert Institutf*, 
in the Chickasaw Nation. In the fall of 1857 
he was transferred to the East Texas Annual 
Conference, but came to Texas too late to re- 
ceive an appointment for the year 1858, Dur- 
ing the year 1859 he traveled the Sherman 
Circuit. In 1860 he was continued on the same 
work. In 1861-62 he traveled the Gainesville 
Circuit; in 1863, the Sherman Circuit. In 
1864 he sustained a supernumerary relation. 
He was made effective, and appointed to the 
Gainesville Circuit, in 1865; but his health 
soon failed, and he was obliged to relinquish 
the charge. From 1866 to 1871, inclusive, he 
was in the superannuated relation. For the 
year 1872 he was made effective, and appointed 
to the Sherman Circuit. At the close of that 
year he was again superannuated, in which 
relation he was continued till death closed his 
career on earth. He was married, November, 
1828, to Miss Julia Ann Bennett, in Savannah, 
Tenn., but left no children to perpetuate his 
name or to mourn his loss. As the result of 
prudent economy, he was able to provide him- 
self a comfortable home in his old age. As a 
husband, he was kind; as a friend, he was com- 
panionable and accessible at all times: as a 
minister of our blessed Lord, be was conse- 
crated, zealous, and faithful. He was emi- 
nently useful as a missionary among our In- 
dian tribes. Up to his last conscious moment 
on earth the horizon was radiant, and the 
prospect beyond luminous with immortal hope. 

A. R. Dickson was born in Maury County, 
Tenn., January 24, 1811. He professed faith 
in Christ at English’s Camp-ground, Hardin 
County, Tenn., September 11, 1830. He was 
baptized, and became a member of the M. E 
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Clnirch, Septcinlxif 20, ISOO. lie received li- 
cense to exhort May 4, 1832. He was licensed 
to prencVi by the tiuarleily Ct)nference of 
AVayne Circuit, Tennessee Annual Conference, 
September 29, 1832, the venerable James Mc- 
Ferrin beini; presiding elder. He was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Tennessee Conference, 
held at Nashville, November, 1832, and im- 
mediately transferred to the Alabama Confer- 
ence, and was present at the organization of 
said Conference, Bishop Andrew presiding. 
At this Conference he was sent as junior 
preacher on the New River Circuit. In 1833 
he traveled the Walker Mission. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Andrew, at Greens- 
boro, Ala., December 14, 1834. In 1835 he 
traveled the Choctawhatchie Circuit. In 1836 
he was sent to the Uchee Mission, in the Creek 
Nation, Florida. In consequence of ill health, 
from exposure in the swamps of Florida, he 
located, and returned to Tennessee. In 1837 
he was readmitted into the Tennessee Confer- 
ence, and ordained elder by Bishop Andrew, 
October 15tb. This year he was appointed to 
the Mt. Pleasant Circuit. He was married to 
Miss Hannah, daughter of the Rev. John Nix- 
on, of Maury County, Tenn., February 6,. 
1838. He traveled Madison Circuit in 1839. 
In 1840 he was appointed to Wayne Circuit; 
in 1841, to the Dickson Circuit; in 1842, to the 
Shoal Creek Circuit. In 1843 his work was 
Buffalo Mission. At the close of this Confer- 
ence-year he located, in consequence of the 
falling health of his wife, who fell a victim to 
pulmonary consumption, November 19, 1844. 
Ii> 1845 he was married to Aliss Margaret Ann 
Spence, who died May 6, 1850. In 1850 he 
was again readmitted into the Tennessee Con- 
ference, and appointed to the Fountain Head 
Circuit. In 1852 he was in charge of the Ma- 
con Circuit, and in the autumn of said year he 
located, and removed to Grayson County, 
Texas. He was married to Miss Ann N. 
Gracy, of Hickman County, Tenn., May 3, 
1855. In 1858 he was readmitted into the 
East Texas Conference, and appointed to the 
Bonham Circuit. In 1859 he was sent to the 
Rockwall Circuit, but in consequence of the 
death of the Rev. Hugh B. Hamilton, presid- 
ing elder upon the Clarksville District, he was 
relieved from the Rockwall Circuit by Bishop 
Pierce, and placed in charge of the Clarksville 
District. In 1861-62 he held a superannuated 
relation. During the years 1863-64 he trav- 
eled the Gainesville Circuit. He was in charge 
of the Sherman Circuit in 1865. He held a 
superannuated relation in 1866-67. In 1868 
he was sent to the Pilot Grove Circuit. This 
closed his active work as an itinerant minister. 
In 1869 he superannuated, which relation he 
sustained until death relieved him of his toils. 
Ho died at the residence of his son, John N. 
Dickson, Esq., near Decatur, Wise County, 
Texas. We infer from an autobiographical 
sketch, furnished the Conference, that he liad 
hut little religious instruction in early life, as 
he therein declares that he was brought under 
conviction b} the first sermon he ever heard 



preached. From the day of his conversion his 
life was that of an earnest, consistent Chris- 
tian. As a minister, he was a zealous, true, 
and faithful, expounder of the gospel. Al- 
ways cheerful and willing to do the work as- 
signed him, he never found a “hard circuit;” 
but wherever duty called, as a faithful, conse- 
crated minister of the gospel, looking only to 
the glory of God and to the salvation of souls 
committed to his charge, he cheerfully re- 
sponded. For months before his death he had 
been gradually declining, and fully realized 
that his end was near. His faith was triumph- 
ant and victorious, and he met death with 
cheerful Christian resignation. Through the 
wreek of earthly fortunes he had preserved his 
credentials and certificates of ordination, and 
it was his dying injunction that the Rev. J. 
W. Chalk should bear his last message to the 
North Texas Conference, and deliver up his 
credentials. “Tell my brethren,” said he, 
“that I have fought the last battle, and am 
honorably discharged. Tell them that you 
saw me camped on the brink of the last stream, 
ready to cross when the Master calls, and there 
is not a ripple on its surface — a sinner saved 
by grace.” At 3 o’clock a.m , March 29, 1880, 
this aged man of God called his children and 
grandchildren around him. He then quietly 
composed his limbs, drew the drapery of his 
couch around him, and, without a pain or 
struggle, but conscious to the last, fell asleep, 
and entered upon that rest which for half 
a century he had been preaching to others. 
His funeral-sermon, by his own request, Avas 
preached by the Rev. J. AV. Chalk, whom he 
ever regarded as a son in the gospel. His body 
sleeps in a beautiful spot in AA’^ise County, 
Texas.

F. Milton Kennedy was born in the be- 
ginning of the year 1834. He was the young- 
est son of the Rev. William M. Kennedy, who 
was for many years a distinguished member 
of the South Carolina Conference, and a pat- 
tern of Christian and ministerial excellence. 
The father’s gifts and graces were transmitted 
to the son. By the will of the Father Al- 
mighty the elements of a noble manhood were 
mixed in the bright boy. Left an orphan in 
early childhood, he was fortunate in his guard- 
ians and his surroundings, and in the pious 
care of an excellent step-mother. Obedient, 
spirited, and affectionate, the lad “grew in 
wisdom and in favor with God and man.” 
Part of his education was conducted by Dr. 
James H. Carlisle, then in charge of a male 
academy in Columbia. Converted in boyhood, 
he was licensed to preach at twenty years of 
age, and in November, 1854, was admitted int<i 
the South Carolina Conference. His career in 
the ministry was a steady progress in mental 
and spiritual culture, in pulpit power, in prac- 
tical sagacity, administrative tact, broad cath- 
olicity, and an intelligent and ardent devotion 
to the principles and aims of his denomination. 
His usefulness, therefore, increased with ins 
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vear.a. Ilis election to the General Conference 
in December, 1809, was a proof of the high 
esteem ami confidence in which he was held 
bv his brethren. As a preacher and pastor, 
both in cities and in the country, as army- 
chaplain during the war, as Secretary of this 
Conference, as presiding elder, and as Editor 
of the Southern Christian Advocate, he served 
the Church with conspicuous ability. Wher- 
ever he was appointed, his work was well 
done, was performed faithfully, thoroughly, 
gracefully. His devotion to duty, his invinci- 
ble determination to achieve the full measure 
of the service required, “ winged the shaft that 
quivered in his heart,” and dismissed — alas! 
too soon, we think — the soaring soul from the 
labors and loves of earth to the glorious activ- 
ities and associations of heaven. He was As- 
istant Secretary of the last General Confer- 
ence, and also acted as Secretary of the hard- 
working Committee on Kevisal. Day and 
night for a month he toiled on, so taxing his 
nervous force that the result was paralysis, 
two years of comparative helplessness, but of 
meek and cheerful submission, and then, sud- 
den death. Dr, Kennedy was both beloved 
and honored. How many in the Carolinas 
and Georgia felt the pain of a personal be- 
reavement when he “ fell on sleep,” February 
5, 1880! His was a short life — so we call it. 
Counted by its number of years, it was short; 
but measured by the work, the worship, the 
growth, and the achievements, of the man, by 
the character constructed, his was a full life- 
time on the earth, Milton Kennedy was a 
noble man, for he was true, gentle, and kind. 
He was a courteous, high-toned, genial gen- 
tleman. He was both witty and wise, playful 
and discreet, magnanimous and sympathetic. 
Everybody loved him; everybody trusted him. 
Truth was his theme in the pulpit, and to be 
true was the law of his life. He was not an 
erratic genius; he was a well-developed, w'ell- 
rounded man. One hardly knew which most 
to admire, his common sense, his glowing rhet- 
oric, his magnetic courtesy, his rippling humor, 
his rare judgment, his tender sympathy, his 
exquisite taste, or his manly earnestness. He 
did not probably fulfill the mission of the great 
man; but, better than that, he fulfilled the 
great mission of man — he followed Christ, and 
became a “partaker of the divine nature.” 

John E. Coburx was born in Charleston 
County, September 18, 1799, and departed this 
life in Florence, S. C., September 29, 1880, in 
the eighty-second year of his age. He was 
to God, and joined the 
lethodist Church, at a camp-meeting held at 
Church, Colleton County, S. C, in 
year following he was received on 
rial into the South Carolina Conference, and 
yegan his life-work as an itinerant preacher. 
1837 he married Miss Maria Daniels, of 
eorgetown, S. C., with whom he lived in 
peace and comfort until he was called to his 
e Ward on high. They reared a large family 
children, the most of whom are still alive. 



He continued in the regular work of the min- 
istry until 1877, when he was placed on the 
superannuated list. For over half a century 
Father Coburn was a faithful watchman on 
the walls of Zion. During the greater part of 
this time he was a missionary to the blacks on 
our coast. In this work he was a model. His 
work called him oftentimes from the bedside 
of the dying negro to the halls of the wealthy 
and worldly, but he remembered the admoni- 
tion of the Saviour, “ Be ye wise as serpents, 
and harmless as doves,” and was thus always 
enabled to maintain a character for prudence, 
as well as piety and zeal. In the cabin of the 
slave or the mansion of the master he was alike 
earnest and faithful. In such an extended 
ministry, and amid such scenes as amissionary 
to the blacks in former years was familiar 
with, his zeal and self-sacrifice must have been 
full}' tested. But he showed the heroic Chris- 
tian spirit under the most trying and ad- 
verse circumstances, and could sa}’, with Paul, 
“None of these things move me, neither count 
I my life dear unto myself, so that I might 
finish my course with joy, and the ministry 
which I have received of the Lord Jesus, to 
testify the gospel of the grace of God.” He 
was humble. He was no aspirant. He was 
satisfied with a lowly place among his breth- 
ren. As a missionary to the slaves on our 
coast, he found much to do for his Master, and 
with this position he was content. In fact, 
he enjoyed this work, believing that he was 
“serving his generation according to the will 
of God.” He never sought an appointment. 
He was ready to go anywhere. Having this 
spirit, he could not be unsuccessful, and doubt- 
less many of the children of Ham, besides oth- 
ers, have already welcomed him to the home 
of the blest and pure. Some may not appre- 
ciate the labors dispensed among our former 
slaves in former years, but all who are familiar 
with the evangelistic work done by our mis- 
sionaries among the colored people know that 
this work was greatly blessed of God. In the 
awards rendered by the Saviour in the day of 
final account. Father Coburn will have ma»iy 
stars in his crown of rejoicing. In his old age 
he suffered much from the infirmities incident 
to this period of life, but he was patient and 
cheerful amid them all. He grew old grace- 
fully, and, as a Christian should, with sub- 
mission to the divine will. He enjoyed life 
even to the last. As he grew more feeble, 
and became more subject to pains and weak- 
ness, he felt that his end was approaching. 
But there was no alarm or apprehension in 
view of death. He was ready — had been ready 
for many long years. Though resigned to the 
will of God, he expressed a “ desire to depart 
and be with Christ.” His last illness was short 
and painful. He was unconscious most of the 
time, but when his mind was clear he spoke 
of his confidence and hope as being strong and 
unswerving. The writer of this memoir had 
a long and free conversation with him a little 
while before his death, in which he clearly in- 
dicated that he was waiting for the sound of 
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the Master’s chariot-wheels. He died at the 
house of his son-in-law, the Rev. John AV. Mc- 
Roy, Florence, S. C., and is interred in the 
Prosbyterian church-yard of that place. His 
wife and several of his children were with him 
i'l his last hours, and he had all the attention 
he needed to make his dying-bed as easy as 
loved ones could make it, and the presence of 
the Saviour whom he had loved and served for 
so many years was a comfort and solace in the 
hour of his departure. Thus lived and died 
one whose life was a benediction, and whose 
death leaves the world poorer. 

Joel Wilson Townsend was born in Marl- 
boro County, S. C., January 19, 1800, and de- 
parted this life in Cokesbury, S. C., May 14, 
1880. He was awakened under the preaching 
of Bishop George in the year 1819, and soon 
after experienced a change of heart, and was 
received into the Church. Being called to the 
ministry, he was licensed to preach in 1822, 
and was admitted on trial into the South Car- 
olina Conference in 1823. He was an effective 
itinerant preacher for twenty years, doing 
service as a valiant hero in the cause of our 
blessed Saviour. His educational advantages 
were limited, yet by dint of application he ac- 
quired a fair English education, and became 
conversant with sacred and profane history 
and general literature. He was acquainted 
with standard works on theology, but, above 
all, the Bible was his vade mecum. With clear 
conceptions of gospel truth, and a personal ex- 
perience of its life-giving power, he could 
“preach the word” with telling effect, and 
there were many seals to his ministry. From 
the year 1844 to the time of his death he was 
superannuated, ever maintaining his Christian 
integrity, and not by any means an idler in 
the vineyard, but laboring as his strength 
would allow until within a few months of his 
summons from above. In 1827 he married 
Miss Mary F. Acker, of Anderson County, 
by which marriage he had five sons and two 
daughters, all of whom are now living, except 
one, viz., Joshua Milton, who fell during the 
late war. His eldest daughter is the worthy 
wife of the Rev. J. L. Sifly, of the South Car- 
olina Conference. In 1842 he lost his first 
wife, and in 1845 married Miss Maria Black, 
of Abbeville County, S. C., who preceded him 
a few years since to the better world. During 
the latter period of his life his home was in 
Cokesbury and vicinity, thereby availing him- 
self of the South Carolina Conference School 
for his sons, esteeming the mental and moral 
training of his children a matter of the highest 
consideration. His personal piety and relation 
to the family circle is thus expressed by his 
eldest son, Francis Asbury, who says: “I can 
bear testimony as an humble witness of my 
father’s devotion to the cause of his Master. 
He was scrupulously exact in his hours of de- 
votion, never allowing any thing to deprive 
him of the privilege of assembling his family 
at the altar of prayer, and when not able to bo 
up, would kneel on his bed and pray aloud 



■w’ith his family. Fasting and secret prayer 
was with him a confirmed habit. I knew of 
no man who was as systematic in every Chris- 
tian duty as ray father.” Early in this year 
Father Townsend met with an accident which 
dislocated his left-shoulder, and doubtless hast- 
ened his end. Though for several months af- 
flicted in body, yet his mind and heart were 
kept in perfect peace, being stayed upon the 
Lord; and he seemed impressed that his days 
were well-nigh numbered, saying to his pas- 
tor: “I feel that the time of my departure is 
at hand. I have fought a good fight. I have 
finished my course. I have kept the faith. I 
have done the best I could." When asked what 
message he would like to send to his brethren 
of the Conference, he replied, “I shall not get 
there, but hope to reach Immanuel's land." 
And while some friends were singing. 

And when hoary hairs shall their temples adorn. 

Like lambs they shall still in my bosom be borne, 

realizing that God was indeed his shepherd, he 
uttered the words, “ I am borne in his bosom, 
thankfuU thankful!" Having requested his 
afflicted son, with whom he was living, always 
to keep up the family altar, and having already 
given directions relative to his burial, as though 
he expected very soon to be called hence — how 
significant that, on the morning of May 14th, 
though almost speechless, our beloved father 
in Israel indicated that it was the hour for 
family worship; and while they were thus en- 
gaged, his own son leading in prayer, he lifted 
up his hands and presented himself, a holy 
sacrifice, which God, through Christ, accepted! 
And from that family altar his joyous spirit 
ascended to join the blood-washed throng in 
songs of victory around the shining throne of 
the King Eternal.

Samuel Anthony is dead! He has re- 
sponded to roll-call the last time. e look 
in vain for his manly form — his genial face no 
longer shines upon us — and never again will 
his matchless, melting voice greet our willing 
ears. To us this is a sad occasion. This Con- 
ference has sustained a great loss, hut the tears 
we shed over such a bereavement may well he 
accompanied with thanksgiving to the God 
who sanctified and spared him through so 
many well-spent years to our weeping house- 
hold. For some years Brother Anthony had 
been subject to attacks that filled his brethren 



with apprehensions that he could not long sur- 
vive. To these assaults a man of less will- 
power would have succumbed at an earlier 
day. In this case it was the storm wrestling 
with the giant. True to his life-long habit, 
be w'as present at our last session, held at 
Perry, and reported ready for work. On Sun- 
day night of that session he attended the me- 
morial service, talked of our lamented Dixon, 
Wright, and Lovick Pierce, and thrilled all 
hearts as he said, “ It matters not where or 
when I fall, for I am ready.” God was giv- 
ing to the assembled brethren our brother’s 
last testimony to the sufficiency of saving 
grace. On Monday he was read out by our 
now glorified Bishop Doggett to the Americus 
District, and entered upon his work early in 
January. But he was not allowed to complete 
the first round, for “He who doeth all things 
well ” saw proper to call him from labor to re- 
pose. On his final illness we need not dwell. 
The last Sabbath in February found him at 
Mount Vernon Church, Oglethorpe Circuit. 
At 11 o’clock, though suffering of fever, pain 
in the lung, and severe headache, he preached 
his last sermon from these words: “And nov/, 
behold I go bound in the spirit unto Jerusa- 
lem, not knowing the things that shall befall 
me there, save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth 
in every city, saying that bonds and afflictions 
abide me; hut none of these things move me, 
neither count I my life dear unto myself, so 
that I might finish my course with joy, and 
the ministry which I have received of the 
Lord Jesus.” Monday he reached bis home 
in Americus. Tuesday he grew worse. At 
7 p.M. he lost the power of speech, but seemed 
to be conscious. Wednesday, the 3d of March, 
at 1 P.M., he quietly passed away. In the lan- 
guage of another, “Having died of paralysis, 
which supervened upon an attack of pneu- 
monia, he left no dying testimony of words, 
but he left what was/a?* better — the example of 
a consecrated life, and a uniform testimony, 
both in and out of the pulpit, of the saving 
power of grace — this, too, running through a 
half-century.” Brother Anthony was born in 
South Carolina in 1808. When he was but a 
lad his father removed to Gwinnett County, 
Georgia. Here he enjoyed the educational 
advantages offered by “old-field schools,” and 
married at an early age. Of his conversion 
there is no mention, save the record on high. 
At nineteen he was licensed to preach. In 
1832 he was recommended by the Columbus 
Quarterly Conference for admission on trial, 
the presiding elder, Andrew Hammil, express- 
ing grave doubts as to his success as an itiner- 
ant preacher. The same year the Georgia 
Conference, held at Augusta, received and 
sent him to Ocmulgee Circuit. Houston, 
Dooly, and Pulaski, furnished a field for 1834 
and 1835. How well he tilled it is best told 
by the fifteen hundred added to the Church. 
In the eighth year of his itinerancy he was 
appointed presiding elder of the Augusta Dis- 
trict. We deem it" wholly unnecessary to fol- 
low him through all his years of honored use- 
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fulness. Suffice it to say that he was accounted 
equal to any appointment, and, whether on cir- 
cuit, station, district, agent, trustee of college, 
or delegate to a General Conference, he was 
the same safe, good man, amiable and yet ag- 
gressive, conservative, yet conquering wher- 
ever he went. As a man, our brother was al- 
most universally beloved, and his personal 
popularity was worthily won and modestly 
worn. At littleness or sin, however gorgeous- 
ly attired, he never connived. Carrying with 
him well-defined views of right and wrong, 
because they were taken from the Bible, he 
allowed no worldly element in the Church, no 
fleshly amusement of the world, no combina- 
tion of names, families, or wealth, to overawe 
his decided convictions. Practically, he was 
unacquainted with the wages of unrighteous- 
ness. Presented to such a man as he was, as a 
temptation to compromise principle, earth’s 
richest, rarest crown would have been an in- 
significant consideration. As a preacher, his 
style was both expository and hortatory. 
Solid, but not showy, blending the beautiful 
simplicity of a child with the practical com- 
mon sense of a philosopher, and always full of 
the Holy Ghost, his sermons seemed like new- 
born truth fresh from the throne, while his 
audiences went down to their homes to mag- 
nify the Master more than the man. Of try- 
ing him or. his discourses by the books we 
have never seriously thought. He would be 
a rare man that could write a book big enough 
to try such a man as Samuel Anthony was. 
Incomparable judges, like our ascended Mar- 
vin and Lovick Pierce, pronounced him the 
best preacher in Georgia. In presenting this 
tribute, we have sought to shun extravagant 
terms. Aside from the dictates of taste and 
the demands of this hour, such a course well 
befits the character sketched. True, he was 
not averse to knowing that his general bear- 
ing, or some special sermon, pleased and prof- 
ited his brethren; but he had no eye, ear, or 
heart, for what, in the absence of a more ex- 
pressive term, we denominate “ puffing.” No- 
body ever knew him to inspire a newspaper 
notice of himself, nor did he ever manifest any 
anxiety about the published estimate of his 
Sabbath sermon. He lived and moved in a 
higher, purer region. He was “doing a great 
work, and could not come down.” Account 
for it as we may, there are lives so uniformly 
systematical, so aflame with awe, so pervaded 
with invisible presence and power, so elevated 
and sublimed by hidden communings, as to 
make the pen of the most intimate biographer 
approach with cautious step. These ityes re- 
mind us of God’s grandest handiwork — scenery 
in nature, finished productions of art, triumphs 
of genius, that impress us with our own insig- 
nificance, and at the same time lift our thoughts 
and hopes to higher and holier attainments. 
Such was the life of Samuel Anthony. 
Though not free from the frailties incident 
to our fallen humanity, it was well refined 
and wonderfully strengthened by divine grace. 
It was a benediction to the Church, the Con- 



ference, and the world, that God rarely be- 
stows. Given for our edification, let us emu- 
late this noble example, and study to share its 
crown.

Henry W. Webster was born in Chenango 
County, N. Y., April 4, 1812. He was con- 
verted in his twenty-sixth year, in Bristol, 
Conn., 1838. He was licensed to preach at 
Pleasant Grove Church, Clay County, Mo., in 
1842. He joined the St. Louis Conference, 
which met at Springfield in 1855, and was sta- 
tioned on WY‘llington Circuit. In 1856 he was 
at Independence; in 1857, at Clinton; in 1858, 
ordained a deacon by Bishop Pierce, and ap- 
pointed to Butler Circuit; 1859, Harrisonville; 
1860, ordained elder by Bishop Kavanaugh, 
and returned to Harrisonville. During the 
war period Brother W’ebster preached where 
opportunity ofiered. In 1866 he was sent to 
Columbus Circuit; *1867-69, presiding elder of 
Granby District; 1870-71, presiding elder of 
Neosho District. In 1872 he asked for and 
obtained a supernumerary relation, which he 
sustained till his death. He died in peace, at 
his home, near Neosho, Newton County, Mo., 
after a brief illness, April 20, 1880, and was 
buried in the Neosho cemetery April 21, 1880. 
His wife and four children survive him, all of 
whom are worthy members of the Church. 

Thomas Wallace was born in Bath Coun- 
ty, Ya., July 26, 1807. When two years old 
he removed to Kentucky. He was converted 
and joined the Church in Green (now Taylor) 
County, Ky., Oct., 1826. He was licensed to 
exhort in 1827 by William Atherton; licensed 
to preach in 1828, if we mistake not, under 
John Fisk, pastor in charge, and Marcus 
Lindsey, presiding elder. At a Conference 
held at Shelbyville, Ky., Oct., 1828, he was re- 
ceived on trial in the Kentucky Conference. 
In Kentucky he was ordained a deacon at the 
end of his second year of the ministry, and an 
elder at the end of the fourth, and while there 
he traveled Summit, Winchester, Mt. A^ernon, 
Wayne, and Logan Circuits. In 1834 he was 
transferred to the Missouri Conference. If he 
traveled a circuit this year we cannot find the 
record of it. In 1835 he is reported among the 
transfers, and appointed to Boon’s Lick. In 
1836 he was appointed to St. Louis; 1837, In- 
dependence; 1838-39, Boonville; 1840, Lex- 
ington; 1841, Fayette; 1842, presiding elder 
of Springfield DiWict; 1843, Boonville Dis- 
trict. This appointment he continued to fill 
for four years. In 1847, Independence; 1848, 
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located. In 1850 we find him appointei to 
Ar row Rock, and suppose he v/as readmitted 
at the Independence Conference of this year. 
In 1851 he again located, and did not return to 
the traveling connection till 1857, when he was 
readmitted into the Kansas Conference, He 
was readmitted into the South-west Missouri 
Conference, and was appointed successively to 
the followiiig pastoral charges: Prairie Home, 
Clinton, Round Prairie, Montrose, and Bur- 
dette Mission. In 1879 he took a superan- 
nuated relation. He died near Pink Hill, Mo,, 
April 22, 1880, in the seventy-third year of 
his age, and the fifty-second of his ministry. 
He is buried in the Independence cemetery. 
Brother Wallace was a preacher of over aver- 
age ability. He was a delegate to the General 
Conference in 1846, and was elected a delegate 
by the Kansas Conference in 1862. 

Samuel S, Bryant was born Aug. 4, 1809. 
Most of his early life was spent in Norfolk, 
V^a. In his eighteenh or nineteenth year he 
made a profession of religion. Soon after this 
he removed to North Carolina, but just at 
what time, or under what circumstances, we 
are not informed. In the year 1832 he was ad- 
mitted into the North Carolina Conference, 
and stationed on the Mecklenburg Circuit; 
1833, on the Murfreesboro Circuit; 1834, or- 
dained deacon, and stationed on Greensboro 
Circuit; 1835, Danville and Milton Circuit; 
1836, ordained elder, and returned to same 
circuit; 1837-39, Agent for Greensboro Fe- 
male Collegiate Institute; 1840, presiding elder 
of Danville District four years; 1844, Greens- 
boro Circuit two years; 1846, New Berne Sta- 
tion two years. From this time until 1867 little 
is known of Brother Bryant by your commit- 
tee. In this year he was readmitted into the 
South-west Missouri Conference, and stationed 
at Independence, where he remained two years. 
In 1869 he was appointed presiding elder of 
Kansas City District, where he remained four 
years. In 1873 he was stationed at War- 
rensburg, where he remained two years; in 
1875, at Jefferson City for two years; in 1877, 
at Kansas City, where he remained two years. 
This was his last appointment. For some 
time his strength had been failing, and at 
the Kansas City Conference he asked for and 
obtained a supernumerary relation. This was 
a painful step for him to take, and it was 
with great reluctance that he yielded to his 
infirmities. His health continued to fail till 
December 28th, when he calmly and resign- 
edly “fell on sleep,” surrounded by kind and 
attentive friends, at the house of the Rev. 
William Holmes. His end was peace. He 
died in the faith. He was buried in the 
Independence cemetery, by the side of his 
companion, who had preceded him but a few 
years. Brother Bryant was an able preach- 
er, and always acceptable to the people he 
served. He was a friend of education, and 
was for a number of years one of the curators 
and an officer of Central College. It may be 
proper to state that among his highly-cher- 



ished friends were the Revs. W. A. Smith and 
Ira Wyche, of North Carolina. He was a del- 
egate to the General Conference which met at 
Atlanta, Ga., 1878.

John Baylet was born in Newcastle-under- 
Lime, Staffordshire, England, March 13, 1814, 
and died in the city of Lynchburg, Virginia, 
February 25, 1880. He was given to God in 
baptism at six days old by a pious mother, a 
member of the Church of England. She died 
when he was in his fourth year, and he was 
left to the care of an infidel father, whose 
teachings and influence were calculated to 
poison the mind and heart of the son. He, 
however, says, in his “Confessions of a Con- 
verted Infidel”; “It does not appear to me 
that I became an infidel because my father 
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was one — I had suffered too much from his 
course to be under a temptation to imitate it. 

It was the plausible manner in which infidel 
objections to the truth of Christianity were 
presented in different hooks that fell into my 
hands, combined with the natural opposition 
of the human heart to the truth of revelation, 
that led me first to question, and then to deny, 
the divine authority of the Holy Bible.” From 
his earliest boyhood he seemed to have a de- 
cided disposition to meditate upon religious 
subjects, and this led him to grapple with 
questions about life, death, immortality, God, 
heaven, and hell. Unfortunately, many infi- 
del works on these subjects fell into his hands, 
and were read and digested with avidity; but 
being exceedingly fond of books, all his read- 
ing was not of this character. He read “Par- 
adTse Lost,” Paley’s “Evidences,” 'VVatsoi\’s 
“Apology for the Bible,” Young’s “Night 
Thoughts,” and many others of this dps, at 
comparatively an early age. Being without 
money, with but few frifends, wnth but little 
education, and having a delicate physical con- 
stitution, he was under the necessity, while yet 
only a boy, of earning his bread by his own 
labors. To do this he learned the trade of a 
printer. Thus he was thrown out, when very 
young, afloat upon a wide sea, without appar- 
ent strength or help to make a far-ofiT shore. 
“What a^mercy,” he says, “that my frail lit- 
tle bark did not go down under the shock of 
some ruthless wave! ” He was, however, strict- 
ly moral, attended church with great regular- 
itv, and understood the Christian faith as 
ta\ight by the Church of England. For lack 
of sympathy, he was quiet and reserved, yearn- 
ing'for affection, and tenderly loved those who 
were kind to him, and in whom he saw virtue 
and true principles exemplified— always de- 
ciding against wrong and defending the right. 
He was a great admirer of Nature — loved to 
ramble and meditate alone— loved birds, and 
flowers, and all things beautiful. He was a 
constant student, wrote verses in early youth, 
which he continued to do more or less all his 
life. He was proficient in his trade, and ex- 
ceedingly conscientious in all his work and 
business transactions. At the age of twenty- 
two, in the year 1836, he emigrped to this 
country, to see the workings of infidelity in 
the United States of America, and to improve 
his health. After a safe and pleasant voyage 
he reached New York City, and in a short 
time found employment as a compositor in the 
great printing-office of Messrs. Harper Bros., 
the celebrated publishers of that city. Here, 
instead of going to the house of God and seek- 
ing the company of the good, he rambled about 
the city and its* suburbs on Sabbath-days, and 
went to Tammany Hall and listened to infidel 
lecturers, who declaimed against the Bible and 
the religion of Jesus. In a short while he he- 
came weary of New York, and went to Balti- 
more, and thence to the city of Y/^ashington, 
Here he resided about six months, becoming 
all the time bolder and more decided in his in- 
fidelity. Soon after this he came to Virginia, 
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It was Avhile visiting a Christian family, living 
on the eastern slope of the Blue Ridge Mount- 
ains of this State, that he was present, for the 
first time in his life, during the holding of 
family worship. The father of the family was 
from home, and the mother of the family led 
in prayer, and the earnest prayers of this godly 
woman moved his heart, and made a lasting 
impression upon his mind in favor of the 
Christian religion. From this section he was 
led, in a few months, to Farmville, in Prince 
Edward County, Va. Here he found a series 
of revival -meetings in progress, conducted by 
the Rev. John Wesley Childs. He attended 
this meeting, became very much interested, 
and was finally brought to a state of deep con- 
viction, but did not yield entirely at that time. 
The meeting closed for a short time, but in a 
few weeks the minister returned and preached 
again. He was present, was still more deeply 
convicted, became an earnest penitent, and 
was soon converted to God. Thus he who 
had so long despised his grace was at last 
brought to Christ and adopted into the family 
of God. Under the influence and persuasion 
of the now sainted Childs he very soon went 
into the regular ministry, at once set up a high 
standard of piety, and spent the remainder of 
his life in telling perishing sinners the “story 
of the cross,” and in magnifying that grace 
which had rescued him. In 1839 he traveled 
the Amherst Circuit under the presiding elder, 
and in 1840 joined the Virginia Annual Con- 
ference on trial, and was sent to the Campbell 
Circuit. In 1^1 he was sent to Sussex, and 
in 1842 to Edenton, N. C. This was a very 
successful year, but his health was undermined, 
and he came near dying of bilious fever. In 
1843 he was sent to the Scottsville Circuit, and 
in 1844 to the New Kent Circuit, but during 
both these years his work was hindered, and 
he was much depressed by ill health from the 
effects of chills and fever. At the next session 
of the Conference, in 1845, he obtained leave 
of absence for one year to visit his friends in 
England. He longed to tell them of what God 
had done for him, and to testify to the power 
of his grace in his own conversion, and in what 
he had seen of the great work of the gospel in 
the United States. He came hack in time for 
the next session of the Conference, refreshed 
and encouraged in spirit and in body for his 
work, and was stationed in Hampton, Va., tvvo 
years. These were very successful years in 
his work. In 1848-9 he served Randolph- 
Macon Circuit, but his health was not good; 
1851-3 in the city of Richmond— two years 
at Wesley Chapel, and one at Union Station. 
At the close of 1853 he married Miss Lizzie 
Lee Robbins, daughter of Dr. Joseph Robbins, 
originally of Gloucester County, Va., a lady 
of culture, refinement, and decided Christian 
character and influence, peculiarly fitted for 
the wife of an itinerant Methodist preacher. 
This noble Christian woman was a helpmeet 
indeed to him in all his arduous toils, helping 
him and cheering him in his work for the sal- 
vation of souls. She still survives her la- 
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men ted husband, and has devoted herself with 
energy and success to the completion of his 
unfinished work in Madison Mission. In 
1854 he had a proposition to go to California 
to edit a paper, and was left without an ap- 
pointment for that year, but afterward con- 
cluded to remain in Virginia, and supplied for 
that year the work on Charles City Circuit. 
In 1855 he labored on the Smithfield Circuit; 
in 1856-57 on the King and Queen Circuit. 
These were two years of glorious success — 
great revivals — whole families brought into 
the Church. Its results are seen to this day. 
In 1858 he was on the Amelia Circuit, and in 
1859 in Murfreesboro, N. C. In 1860, his 
health having again become feeble, he was 
granted leave of absence for a year, for the 
purpose of again visiting his friends in En- 
gland. In the spring of that year he and his 
wife sailed from New York for Europe. After 
remaining with his friends for some time in 
his native land, he determined to return to 
his work in the Virginia Conference again. 
His trunks were packed, and they were ready 
to sail, when news came of the outbreak of 
hostilities between the North and the South 
in the United States, the attack on Fort Sum- 
ter, riots in the North, etc. All his friends 
advised him to remain. He did so, and waited 
from month to month, and year to year. 
Friends here wrote: ‘‘If you are making 

bread and meat, stay where you are.’* At the 
close of the war, in 1865, his wife’s health had 
become so bad that he could not then return. 
Finally, in the fall of 1869, he returned in 
time to meet the Conference held in Richmond, 
Va., and was sent to the Scottsville Circuit, 
where he labored with success, under many 
disadvantages, for three years. In 1873-76 he 
was in charge of Ettricks, Petersburg. Here 
he labored faithfully with great success, and 
the Church was much strengthened and built 
up under his ministry. It was while on this 
charge that he was called to pass through sore 
trials and sad bereavements. Two lovely lit- 
tle girls, the charm and light of the home, 
were called away, and their bodies laid away 
to sleep the sleep of death in Blandford ceme- 
tery. But through all this deep affliction he 
came out purified, nearer the cross, resigned, 
and still ripening for heaven. In 1877-80 he 
was in charge of Madison Mission, Lynchburg. 
At the time of his death he had entered upon 
the fourth year as pastor of this work. We 
think it can be truly said that these were the 
most successful and happy years of his entire 
ministerial life. AVhen he first went to this 
work he was much discouraged, yea, almost 
ready to give up in despair. But he went to 
work in earnest — trusting in God, overcoming 
all difficulties, preaching, praying, visiting 
from house to house — and soon the prospect 
brightened, and his labors were abundantly 
blessed. Under his faithful ministry the 
Church at Madison was greatly built up, and 
the whole communit}* much improved in re- 
ligious and moral tone. Scores were converted 
and brought into the Church — among these old 



and young, and many head.s of families. He 
also accomplished a great work in what is 
known as the “ Burnt Woods” district of Am- 
herst, a locality, previous to his going there, 
noted for its wickedness. He commenced 
preaching in private houses; finally they 
erected an arbor, and here held a protracted- 
meeting. This meeting lasted several weeks, 
and resulted in a most glorious revival of re- 
ligion, which reached every home and family 
for miles around, and almost every sinner in 
the whole community was converted. Soon 
he organized a Society, gathered them all into 
the Church, and relaxed not his efforts until a 
neat and comfortable church-edifice was erect- 
ed in place of the arbor, and paid for, which 
now hears the name of “ Bayley’s Chapel.” 
Though dead, he still lives in his blessed in- 
fluence among these people, and still speaks to 
them of “Jesus and his love,” and his name is 
a household word in all the homes and families 
of the community where he so long and so 
faithfully labored. Brother Bayley was a 
man of fine literary attainments and talents, 
and devoted much of his time to the improve- 
ment of his mind, acquiring knowledge, and 
writing. He wrote and had published several 
interesting books — among these, “Confessions 
of a Converted Infidel,” “Marriage as it is 
and as it should be,” “Pleasant Hours,” and 
also several smaller pamphlets, viz.: “Shakes- 
peare — Was he a Christian?” “Facts about 
America for the People of England,” “Good 
Things for Boys and Girls from Uncle John’s 
Drawer,” etc. His “Confessions of a Con- 
verted Infidel” has taken its place among the 
standard religious works of the day, and has 
passed through several editions. The press is 
unanimous in its favorable verdict with regard 
to this book. From numerous commendatory 
notices we select the following. Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire, in the Nashville Advocate of May 17, 
1876, says: “ I read the volume in its first edi- 
tion, and read it in this last with profit. The 
style is pure and clear English: it could be 
called elegant, hut this word might start the 
thought of something ambitious about the 
book.

James Jamieson, the son of Andrew and 
Elizabeth Jamieson, was born in Augusta 
County, Va., April 4, 1802. Soon after his 
conversion he united with the Presbjderian 
Church, but while engaged in teaching a 
school in Patrick County, Va., a change in 
his views of certain ecclesiastical and doctrinal 
questions brought him into full sympathy with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, which he 
joined in the year 1828. Shortly after taking 
this step he was licensed to preach by the Quar- 
terly Conference of Franklin Circuit, Peter 
Doub, presiding elder. In February, 1829, at 
the session of the Virginia Conference held in 
Lynchburg, Va., Bishop Roberts presiding, he 
was received into the traveling connection on 
trial, in company with our beloved, and now 
deceased, bishop, David S. Doggett, and our 
venerable brother, William B. Rowzie, who is 
the sole survivor of a class of fifteen young 
men admitted that year. He was received into 
full connection at New Berne, N C., in 1831, 
and was ordained an elder at Petersburg, Va., 
by Bishop Hedding, in 1833. His first ap- 
pointment was Brunswick Circuit, as junior 
preacher with the Rev. W. H. Starr. Thence- 
forward to the close of life, embracing a period 
of nearly fifty-two years, be sustained an ef- 
fective relation in the Conference, and died in 
accordance with his oft-expressed desire — ^just 
as his active service in the ministrj' was about 
to terminate. Nine years he had charge of 
circuits; eighteen years he served in stations; 
eleven years he was presiding elder; one j’ear 
Agent of the Bible Society; three j-ears Pro- 
fessor in the Greensboro (N. C.) Female Col- 
lege; and six years President of the Dan- 
ville (Va.) Female College. He was also for 
a long time a trustee of Randolph-Macon Col- 
lege. He served in the chief council of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church during the most 
critical and trying period of her history — as 
a member of the General Conferences of 1840 
and 1844, at the latter of which the famous 
Plan of Separation was adopted, which led to 
the organization of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South; and he was also a member of 
the first General Conference of the Southern 
Church, held in Petersburg, Va., in May, 1840.

S’tate.s of Virginia and North Carolina. In 
1830 this»territory was divided, and the North 
Carolina Conference established, of which he 
became a member. In 1858, when nearly all 
the territory of the North Carolina Confer- 
ence then included in the Danville District 
was transferred to the VirginiaJConference, he 
elected to remain with the transferred territo- 
ry, and so again became a member of the Vir- 
ginia Conference. Brother Jamieson possessed 
a strong and vigorous intellect, which was 
highly improved by extensive reading and pa- 
tient study. This, with his unblemished mor- 
al and Christian character, sound judgment, 
love of discipline, firmness of purpose, and 
gentleness of disposition, eminently fitted him 
to govern and instruct the young, and made 
him a successful college president and profes- 
sor. While as an educator he gave due atten- 
tion to the intellectual training of his pupils, 
he did not neglect their moral and spiritual nat- 
ure, but earnestly endeavored to bring them 
under the influence of these elevating and en- 
nobling Christian principles, without which 
the highest mental culture is of doubtful value. 
The salutary influence of his counsels and ex- 
amples upon the young ladies who attended 
his schools has been manifest in their womanly 
and useful lives. In this (Danville, Va.) com”- 
munity, where he spent six years as president 
of a college for females, not a few are found 
whose moral and social worth is largely due 
to the impressions received from his mind and 
character. With just and liberal views of the 
rights and privileges, and a conscientious re- 
gard for the welfare and happiness, of others, 
he was in all domestic and social relations a 
pattern of excellence — loved and venerated in 
the familj’- circle, and honored and esteemed 
by all his acquaintances. His children rise up 
and bless him, and all the people among whom 
he lived, and to whom he ministered, cherish 
his memory with sincere affection. The out- 
pouring of the citizens of this place (Danville), 
and the deep emotion manifested by them on 
the occasion of his funeral obsequies, attested 
the high regard in which he was held. As a 
minister, he was widely known and deserved- 
ly popular. The prominence to which he rose 
in his Conferences and in the Church was due 
solely to force of character, to the presence of 
superior qualities of mind and heart. He was 
thoroughly furnished for bis work as a preach- 
er. Few men were better acquainted with the 
inspired writings, or entered more deeply into 
their spirit. His knowledge of theology was 
extensive and accurate. The habits of close 
study which he formed in early life were main- 
tained to the very last. His exposition of di- 
vine truth was clear, fresh, edifying, and his 
manner of presenting and explaining the doc- 
trines of Christianity lucid, interesting, and 
instructive. In preaching, he adhered lo the 
W^esleyan method, and sought “ to convince, to 
cfiTer Christ, to invite, to build up — and this, in 
some measure, in every sermon.” In the pul-

His last sickness was brief. On Sunday, June 
13lh, of this year (1880), while engaged in his 
regular pastoral duties, he contracted a deep 
cold. Although no member of the family (his 
sons) considered the attack at all serious, he 
seemed to apprehend a fatal result, for on the 
next day he expressed the belief that his end 
was near. On Thursday, June 17th, he was 
stricken with paralysis, and commenced rap- 
idly to sink. On Friday morning, turning to 
his son, who was sitting at his side, with a 
sweet smile he said, “I hear music, sweet mu- 
sic.’' To the question, “ Where?" he replied, 

“ Far off yet, far off.” His intellect was un- 
clouded to the last. To his absent children he 
sent messages of love, and expressed the ear- 
nest hope that they would meet him in heaven. 

To his family and to the Rev. Mr. Whaley, 
the Presbyterian minister at Clarksville, he 
spoke freely and satisfactorily in regard to his 
spiritual state and future prospects. A short 
time before death he lost the power of speech, 
and being supplied with a pencil, wrote, “When 
I die — ,” leaving the sentence unfinished. He 
then wrote, “Do you intend to go to Dan- 
ville?” by this question signifying — as his 
family understood — his desire to be buried 
there. Early in the morning on June 25th, 
without a struggle or a groan, he departed to C-ampbell 
be with Christ.
